T he I ris h C o n v e n tio n . 
P h i l a d i l p h ia , April 27th.— It was nearly 
11 before the Irish National Convention as­ 
sembled this morning. 
Reading of miuutts 
was dispersed with. 
. 
Tbe Chairman of the Committee on Organ- 
izttion stated that said committee would uot 
be able to report until after the Committee 
on Resolutions had tepoited. After a long 
debate the Committee on Organizition bad 
not b>en able to agree on the number of iffi- 
cera for the National League, or its exact 
schemes of government. 
Trie C hairm an of the C om m ittee on Reso­ 
lutions submitted his rep o rt at 2:40. I t sa y s: 
The Irish Americio people, assembled in Conven­ 
tion at Philadeipoia, submit to the intelligence and 
the right rcaso. of their fellow-men that the duty of 
the Go -errment is to preserve the liven of the g ,. 
erned, to defeud their liberty, to protect their prop 
erty, to maintain peace and order, to allow each 
porti"if of the people an equitable and efficient voice 
in legi.lature, and to promote the general welfare 
by wise and just and humane lawB. 
We solemnlv 
declare an 1 cite the unquestioned history and uni­ 
versal knowledge of living t stimony thereof, 
First That the English Government has existed 
in Ireland not to preseive the laws of the governed 
but to destroy them. The resolution then pictures 
ut length the alleged barbarities of the English Gov­ 
ernment; how the blazing torch has been applied to 
asylums and to terrified women ; bow the “ deadly 
bomb " has been fired into helpless towns, and adds: 
“ As if the sword, the cannon, the scaffold, the dag­ 
ger and i xplosives are not enough, it enjoys the 
unique infamy of being the only Government known 
to ancient or modern times which has employed 
famine for the destruction cf those from whom it 
claimed allegiance, forcibly robbing the Irish people 
of the fruitsc.f their own toil, produced by their 
own labor. It has buried uot hundreds, not thou­ 
sands, but more than millions of the Irish race, un­ 
shrouded, uncoffined, in graves of hunger. It has 
mercilessly oompelied other millions in compulsory 
poverty to seek in alien lands the bread they were 
entitled to in their own. There is no form of cru­ 
elty known to the lowest savage which it h’8 not 
practiced on the Irish people in the name of the 
highcBt civilization. [ The last paragraph of this 
plank refers to dyu unite. J Tnere is no form of re 
talintion to which despair or madness may lesort, 
for which English cruelty in Ireland is not exclu­ 
sively responsible. 
Second -W e declare the English Government in 
Ireland has not defended the liberty of the people, 
hut has annihilated the statute enacted since the in­ 
vasion, and passed a series of eoerrion laws, framed 
to deprive the citizens of ail the the vestiges of per­ 
sonal freedom, and to rdfSuco them to outlawry, in 
order to confissate their property and compel them 
to flee to foreign lands. 
The reading of the report was punctuated 
by hearty appizuse. 
At the arraignment of 
the, English Government, in the first resolu­ 
tion, the entire Convention rose and cheered. 
Chadwick moved that the resolutions be 
discussed and disposed of seriatim. 
Brown of Sc. Louis moved as a substitute 
that they be adopted as read. 
Finerty of Chicago hoped the gentleman 
who moved the substitute would have the de­ 
cency to withdraw his motion. 
H was op­ 
posed to putting conrtplaster on a carbuncle 
Ho appealed to Brown to withdraw hie sub­ 
stitute for the sake of Ireland, and said he 
(Finerty) would mive to lay it on the table if 
uot witodrawn. 
Brown should net be actu­ 
ated by a desire for partisan triumph. 
Brown declined to withdraw his motion, 
and Finerty moved to lay it on the table. 
Lost, amid cheers and hisses. 
An excited debate was interrupted by 
Doherty of Boston, moving the previous 
question on the adoption of the resolutions, 
which Sullivan of Chicago seconded. 
Fifty men were now on their feet, and 
Finerty of Chicago said : “ Are we going to 
be gagged here ? ’ He then asked i( the mo­ 
tion to lay the motion for the previous ques­ 
tion on the table was not in order, and the 
Chairman said “ No,” 
“ Then I decidedly 
differ with the Cha;r,” said Congressman 
Finerty, and ejaculating, “ We bavo no 
chance, and it’s no use to try it,” he sat 
dowr. 
The resolutions were then adopted. 


IRISH NATIONAL LEAGUE OF AMERICA. 
Tne report of the Committee on Organiza­ 
tion was then read, as follows: 
WimsF.iS, In the opinion of citizens of America 
and Ganada, Irish and cf Irish descent, it is needful, 
for purposes hereinafter set forth, that sinking aii 
private prejudice and creed distinction, they do 
unite t> secure this common end, to band them­ 
selves together under the name and title of the 
Irish National League of America 
Section I. The objects of the Irish National 
Letgue of America are: First, earnes ly and ac­ 
tively to sustain the Irish National Leigue in Ire­ 
land with moral and material aid in achieving self­ 
government for Ireland; second, to procure a 
clearer and more ac- urate understanding by the 
American people of the political, industrial and 
social condition of Ireland, that they may see for 
themselves that her poverty is the result cf centuries 
of brute force and destructive legislation, and if 
permitted to make her own laws on her own soil, 
she will demonstrate the possession of all essentials, 
natural and ideal, for political autonomy, bene­ 
ficial alike to Ireland and the United States; 
third, to promote the development of Irish raanu 
factures bv encouraging their import into the United 
States; to present and to circulate carefully pre­ 
pared literature in schools and societies, that the 
justice of the cause may be thoroughly defended 
against ignorance, malice and misrepresentation ; 
to encourage the study of the Irish language, the 
cultivation of Irish music and our enlightened love 
of art, a characteristic which made the past of our 
rice bright amid darkness, and have always secured 
for the Gelt (uccesi and renown is every country in 
which he has had an equal opDortunity with his 
fellows; to hurt the enemy where he wi I feel it 
most, by refusing to purchase any article of English 
manufacture, and by using all legitimate influence 
to discourage tradesmen from keeping English man­ 
ufactures on sale ; to abolish sectional feeling; to 
destroy those baneful animosities of province and 
creed which have been insduously handed down by 
the enemy; to weave a closer bond of racial pride and 
affection, and to keep alive the holy tiame of Irish 
nationality while performing faithfully the duties of 
American citizenship. 
section 2. The officers of the League shall be, a 
President, Vice-President, Treasurer and Secretary. 
Section 3. The President Bhall preside at all meet­ 
ings of the League, and perform such other duties 
as may hereafter in these articles be imposed upon 
him. 
Section 4. In the absence or inability to serve by 
the President, his duties shall be discharg d by the 
Vice- President. 
Section 5. The Treasurer shall properly account 
for all money piid to him by the Secretary on behalf 
of the League, and make explicit reports thtreof 
annually to the Convention of this League. 
Sectlou 6. The Secretary shall keep a correct 
record of all meetings of the League, receive all 
moneys for its u e from subordinate branches and 
affiliating organizations in the States and counties, 
and pay the same over to the Treasurer, taking his 
receipt therefor, and all moneys ro paid to the Sec­ 
retary shall be by draft or poBtoffice order in favor 
of the Treasurer. 
Section 7. The governing body of the League 
shall consist of the Presiden!, Vice-President and a 
Council, which Bball be composed of one member 
from each State, Territory, District of Columbia 
and the Dominion of Canada, and which shall be 
elected by the National Convention, and shall meet 
at least once annually, the time and place for which 
shall be designated by the President. 
Section 8. The governing body shall meet at least 
once annually at the time and place heretofore pro* 
vided, and ahall frame an organization in character 
for each State, Territory and the Dominion of Can­ 
ada. They shall provide for the general welfare of 
the organization, and tney shall have the power 
necessary to promote the Interests and exteud the 
organization and icfluence of the Leigue. 
Alexander Sullivan, of Chicago, took the 
floor. Thomas Bracken, of New York, at 
the seme time erose among a crowd of dyna­ 
mite men in the rear hall, and earnestly pre­ 
tested against the proceeding!. 
He was at 
once surrounded by a clamorous crowd of 
delegatee, the Chair meanwhile pleading for 
order. 
Finally the dynamite men quieted down, 
and Sullivan nominated Rev. Dr. Charles 
O’R silly, of Detroit, as Treasurer of the new 
League, Colonel Boland seconded the mo­ 
tion, and Father O’Reilly was elected by ac­ 
clamation. 
' 
Father Conaly nominated for President J. 
John O’Bierne, of Cincinnati. 
• 
Colonel _ Boland nominated for President 
Alex. Sullivan, whose name was greeted with 
wild applause. 
Sallivan received a great ms j irity of votes, 
and on motion of 0 Bierne, his principal 
competitor, the election of Sullivan was 
made unanimous. 
, 
Sullivan declined, but bis declination was 
laid on the table, and Major Byrne was 
elected Vice-President. John J. H. Hynes 
was elected Secretary. 
Subsequently Sullivan acceded to the de­ 
mands of the Convention, and accepted the 
position to which he had been e’ected. 
Mrs. Parnell was introduced, and said: 
" Ladies and Gentlemen : I have been asked 
to crown with a wreath of laurels our im­ 
mortal statesman, legislator and President, 


George Washington. The position of Ireland 
to-day is almost similar to that of our coun­ 
try in the Revolutionary war ; and I have in­ 
herited a drop of that old blood. I have also 
inherited Irish blood, which gives me an 
additional claim on yon. My father said, and 
I sustain him, that the party which secures 
and maintains a position in the enemy’s coun­ 
try is sure to come out ahead. I deny that 
my son has not secured that position." Mr?. 
P«ruell then placed a wreath of laurels on 
the bust of George Washington, amid great 
enthusiasm, the banner of Ireland being 
waved over her head at the time. 
Chairman Foranannounced that Mr?. Par­ 
nell had been elected President of the La­ 
dies’ National Levcue of America. 
He 
called on Henry F. Sheridao, of Chicago, to 
lead in Binging “ God Save Ireland,” and the 
song was sang, the Convention risiog and 
joining in the chorus. The Chairman then 
declared the Convention adjourned. 
The “ Star Spangled B.mner ” and other 
songs were eung before the Convention aban­ 
doned the hall. 
The National Committee, one from each 
State, etc., afterward elected the followicg 
Exec-u ive Council of the National Lind 
League : Rev. Father McKenna, of Massa­ 
chusetts ; Dr. Wallace, New Y ork; James 
Rtynolds, New Haven ; M. Gannon, Judge 
J. G. Dounelly, Wisconsin ; John F. Arm­ 
strong, Georgia; and United States Senator 
Jss. G. Fair, Nevada. 
The Council will 
meet in the morning at the Continental Hotel. 
This Council requests every Irishman in the 
United States and Canada, willing to co­ 
operate with the new organizstior, to com­ 
municate with the National Secretary, J. J. 
Hyne3, at Buffalo, N. Y. 
Alex. SuliivaD, elected President of the 
National League, is 35 years of age, and was 
horn in Maine. 
He was a Republican until 
1872. when, beiog a strong friend of Gr eley, 
he supported the Liberal movement. Ho haB 
since been a Democrat. 
He studied law with 
Algernon Sullivan, of New York, and has 
been for a number of years in successful 
practice in Chicago.

o f

W a sh in g t o n, April 27th.—In compliance 
with the terms of a resolution adopted by the 
Convention of the colored people of the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia, which met in this city on 
Emancipation Day, a call has been issued for 
a Natioa»l Convention of colored men, to be 
held in Washington on the 24th of Septem­ 
ber, 1883. _ The Convention is called for the 
c insideration of the present and future con­ 
dition of the colored people of this country, 
and the best methods of securing to them the 
fuli enjoyment of their social and political 
rights. 
T e rrib le R a ilro a d A ccid en t. 
D etroit, April 27th.—A terrible railroad 
collision occurred this morning on the Chi­ 
cago and Grand Trunk Railroad Dear Olivet 
Station, betweeB the regalar passenger train 
moving west and the freight train following 
it. 
The air brakes attached to the passenger 
train did not work successfully and the train 
was stopped at the foot of a slight grade and 
a signal Bent hack to the freight train, which 
was a heavy one. For some reason it passed 
the signal and rushed along into the rear of 
the passenger train, Bhivering into fragments 
two Pullman coaches. 
The conductor of the 
sleeping car and two or three passengers 
were killed by the collision and ten or a 
d reu parsons seriously injured,

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


C h ic a g o , April 27th.—A very serions acci­ 
dent occurred at 2 o’clock this morning to the 
Pacifie express on the Chicago and Grand 
Trunk road, near Bellevue, Mich. The train, 
composed of a through baggage and mail car, 
a second-class coach, two first-class coaches 
and Pullman sleepers, left Port Hnron about 
an hour late, awaiting connection. It seems 
the train was running at a slow rate of Bpeed, 
not attempting to make up the time, when 
the air-brake hose burst, when the train was 
rounding a curve two miles east. Conductor 
Halsey and bis two brakemen appeared to 
have set to work to repair the damage made, 
after which the rear brakeman was not able 
to get around the curve far enough to prevent 
the freight following from colliding with the 
rear of the express. 
The shock was great, 
and telescoped the Bay City Pullman roach 
and badly damaa-vg the Montreal car. The 
Pullman car cor.duc.or was heard to groan 
once or twice, but was dead before he could 
be reached. 
Mr. Wiggins, of Detroit, died 
on the way to Butte Creek, and Howard 
Fry, Superintendent of motive power of the 
West Railway,'died shortly after arriving 
there. Twelve persons were more or less in­ 
jured. 
F a ta l R e su lt o f D o m estic T ro u b le s. 
C in c in n a t i, April 27ch.— Phil. R. Thomp­ 
son, Jr., a member of Congress from the 
Eighth District of 
Kentucky, shot and 
killed W alter Davies at Harrisburg Junction 
this morning. Painful stories regarding al­ 
leged family troubles of Mr. Thompson had 
been circulating some months, and it is sup­ 
posed the affair grew out of this. 
Davies 
was accused of undue intimacy with Mr?. 
Thompson.

H arro dsbubg (Ky.), April 27ch—Thomp­ 
son and Davis bad taken the train for Cin­ 
cinnati, hut did not meet till they came to 
Harrodsburg Junction, where both got into 
the smoking-car. 
Thompson immediately 
began an assault on Davis, who tried to es­ 
cape. As he got cut on the platform ThomD- 
eon drew a revolver, and saying, " You’ll 
not take my wife to Cincinnati again,” fired, 
and Davis fell dead. 
Davis was a grocer, 
had sold his stock, and was about to go to 
Chicago. Thompson got off the train and 
walked away, bul afterwards surrendered 
himself. 
F a th e r, M other a n d C h ild D ro w n e d . 
Chicago, April 27th.—A Tribune special 
from Dayton (O ) says : A distressing acci­ 
dent happened at Middletown at 1 o’clock 
this afternoon, resulting in the death of an 
entire family—father, mother and child. 
At 
that hour the little daughter of John O’Con­ 
nell, livinc on the bank of the hydraulic, a 
half-mile above the city, wandered away from 
home. The parents did not seem alarmed at 
her absence, but quietly walked upon the hy­ 
draulic in search of her. They were horrified 
when, after going a short distance, they dis­ 
covered the child in the water, struggling in 
the last agonies of death by strangulation. 
The father immediately plunged into the 
water after his child. He was able to swim, 
but was seized with cramps aod suddenly 
cepsed to struggle, and went below the sur­ 
face for so long a time that bis wife, who had 
been watching his efforts from the brink of 
the hydraulic, went to his assistance. 
He 
struggled with all the desperation of despair, 
but in vain. In two minutes after the father 
went into the water after the little girl, the 
father, mother and child sunk beneath the 
water. The mother’s cries were heard by a 
number of men m the vicinity, none of whom 
arrived in time to rescue the dro wning family. 
The Case o f Rev. Heber Newton. 
N ew Y o rk , April 27th.—The presentation 
of Rev. Heber Newton on charges of heresy 
is regarded among Episcopalians here as a 
blow aimed at Broad Churcn progress by the 
ultra conservative or Low Cbnrcb party, 
Doctors McKim, Buel and De Costa being 
pronounced types of the latter. Newton is 
regarded aa eloquent aod popular, hut not a 
very profound teacher and theologian. 
I t is 
believed that Bishop Potter, on account of 
age and increasing infirmities, is very loth to 
have the case to go to trial, grieving deeply 
over the prospect of another possible schism 
occurring in bis time. The secular newspa­ 
pers are making much of the case, and are 
predicting a more important and exciting 
controversy than has yet been waged ia the 
Episcopal Church in America. 
’ The Civil Service Referm RqBabble. 
Nxw Y o rk , April 27th.—The Pott's Wash­ 
ington special says: The Civil Service Com­ 
missioners are reported to be surprised to 
learn that leading Republican newspapers of 
Philadelphia and Pittsburg unite in criticis­ 
ing the appointment of Keim, and in charac­ 
terizing the nominee as a person who has 
been more identified with the old machine 
system than with civil service reform. 
The

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THEOSOPHY AHD OCCULTISM IN INDIA. 


Some Account of a New and Remarkable 
Movement. 
Ex Oriente Lux. 
The purpose of these pipers is to set 
forth, as intelligibly as may be, the history 
and significance of a new and strange 
movement, which has hitherto been scarce­ 
ly noticed by the Western vorld, or when 
noticed has been spoken of with the de­ 
rision alvays challenged by the urcompre­ 
hended ; yet which, when patiently ex­ 
amined, will be found to possess a very 
positive, and even a very practical, mean­ 
ing, and to present many interesting and 
possibly important features. 
The most pronounced intellectual ten­ 
dency of the Western world in the latter 
part of the nineteenth century is towards 
Agnosticism. European Science may be 
said to have already established a body of 
Materialism against which Theology ap­ 
pears to struggle in vain. Yet this ma­ 
terialist tendency, though the most marked 
of the period, is not the only important 
one. Contemporaneous with it is a stream 
of thought which seems scarcely to touch 
it at any point, and which takes directions 
altogether ontside the region regarded as 
open to exploration by Science. And this 
state of things is due to conditions result­ 
ing from remote and indirect canses, which 
require to be pointed out. The Middle 
Ages have much ic answer for, and among 
the rest they must be held largely account­ 
able for the extent to which modern skep­ 
ticism bas been pushed. Tbe nineteenth 
centary witnessed the fruition of medieval 
ignorance, superstition and bigotry, in the 
Bo-called witch-mania, an epidemic of blind 
folly and credulity which naturally led to 
a powerful reaction. The establishment of 
the inductive method when this reaction 
was at its hight tended still more to in­ 
tensify it, and one of the results is that 
Science has been almost unconsciously nar­ 
rowed in its scope, and has been, brought 
to ignore, or at least to exclude from its 
field of research, a very large and inter­ 
esting class of phenomena. It is not sur­ 
prising that the hideous inventions of the 
Malleus Mallejicarum, in which the gross 
and crude superstitions of Celt and Teuton 
were given a grim animation by the subtle 
spirit of the Schoolmen, should have 
caused a deep and lasting revulsion. 
In tact the swing of the pendulum 
haB been in. the opposite direction ever 
since, and from believing in everything we 
have come to believe in nothing; from tbe 
Koaicrncian doctrines of a space peopled 
with Bylphs, an earth with gnomes, and 
fire with salamanders, we have come to a 
I’rofessor Kingdon Clifford, declaring dog­ 
matically that the universe “ is made of 
atoms and ether, and there is no room in it 
for ghosts.” The effects of this Material­ 
ism upon modern thought have of late been 
very marked. The cynical and despondent 
poems of Omar Khayyam, the astronomer- 
poet of Persia, have in our day been ri­ 
valed by one of the most powerful and 
ghastly of literary efforts—the “ City of 
Dreadful Night,” by James Thomson. The 
doctrine there laid down is that existenoe 
is an evil for which Death is the only rem­ 
edy, and that the grave ends all. Less 
subtle and rational than Bnddbist theology, 
this new theory is even more gloomy and 
hopeless. This is the mournfnl burden of 
the latest doctrine : 
“ The world rolls round forever like a mill; 
It grinds oat death and life and good and ill; 
It has no parpóse, heart or mind or will. 
While air of Space and Time’s full river flow 
The mill must blindly whirl unresting so; 
It may be wearing out, but who can know ? 
' Man might k now one thing, were his sight less dim; 
That it whirls not to suit his petty whim, 
That it is quite indifferent to him. 
Nay, does it treat him harshly as he saith ? 
It grinds him some slew years of bitter breath, 
Then grinds him back into eternal death.” 
This is no donbt an extreme instance of 
the modern spirit of unbelief and despond' 
ency; bnt the question, “ Is life worth 
living ? ” has been put in many other ways 
than that of Mr. Mallock, and it has been 
answered at once more logically and hon­ 
estly than he has answered it. It is trne 
that there are men like Professor Clifford, 
who maintain the feasibility of making life 
happy and of preserving a system of mo­ 
rality without the aid and support of any 
faith in a future state of existence. Bat it íb 
evident that to thoBe who are not naturally 
sanguine this must seem all but impossible, 
and that they are liable to reach the con­ 
clusion of the preacher in the “ City of 
Dreadful Night : ” 
“ O Brothers of sad Uves ! they are so brief ; 
A tew short years must bring us all relief ; 
Cab we not bear these years of laboring breath ? 
But if you would not this poor life fulfill, 
Lo, you are free to end it when you will. 
Without the fear of waking after death.” 
This is the language of despair, and it is 
unfortunately a language with which too 
many earnest and intrepid thinkers at the 
present day are familiar. But while Ag­ 
nosticism claims many powerfnl minds, 
and Nihilism darkens the lives of those 
who have sombre tendencies, a third ele­ 
ment refuses to admit the conclusions of 
inductive science, and revels in bright if 
not by any means well-defined viaionB, 
based upon the phenomena of what is 
called Spiritualism. Upon theBe phenom­ 
ena Scienee looks with a disdainful eye, and 
for the most part dismisses them as illu­ 
sions. This disdain has no effect upon the 
multitude, who unquestionably justify too 
often .the opinion of the Latin poet that 
the world prefers to be deceived. The 
eager and unquestioning credulity of the 
majority of the adherents of Spiritualism 
bas done much to discourage investigation 
and to justify the sneers of scientific men. 
B at beside the more credulous Spiritualists 
aod the incredulous scientists there is s 
class of thinkers and inquirers whose po­ 
sition it will be necessary to describe with 
some detail. These hold that there is no 
such thing as the Supernatural, bnt that 
physical science has not said the last word 
concerning the constitution of Nature, and 
that there exists a mass of evidence in 
support of the reality, as phenomena, of 
those manifeetations which are ascribed, 
without sufficient warrant, to departed 
spirits. The class of which we now speak 
trace in history the presence of a far 
higher and deeper knowledge than modem 
science has attained. They claim that the 
traditions of a mighty civilization passed 
•way rest upon solid foundations ; that in 
the cradle-lands of the Aryan races there 
has during incalculable periods been pre­ 
serve! the secrets of an occult science far 
exceeding in extent and importance any­ 
thing thns far achieved by the Baconian 
method ; that the so-called “ magic ” of 
the Akkadians, Chaldeans, Egyptians, In­ 


dian Gymnoaophists and Gnostics, wss 
neither more nor less than a profound 
knowledge of physical science ; and that if 
ever the Western world is to recover this 
knowledge ; if ever it is to free its science 
from the trammels of a system of investi­ 
gation which closes against it one of the 
most important fields of research; recourse 
must be had to the custodians of this re- 
oondite lore, and Earope must once more 
sit at the feet of that Asia from whom she 
has already derived so large a part of her 
intellectual possessions. 
And it must be admitted that these po­ 
sitions are capable of being supported 
strongly. For it is true that there radiates 
from Asia through all history a certain 
mystic light which has produced remark­ 
able effects. The more we learn of the civ- 
ization of ancient Egypt, for example, the 
more clear does it become that in many re­ 
spects the inhabitants of the Nile valley 
ten thousand years before the beginning of 
our era were further advanced than the 
men of to-day. The traveler who stands 
in mingled awe and amczement amid tbe 
stupendous ruins of Karnak cannot but 
reflect that while those seemingly imper­ 
ishable monuments of so remote a civ- 
ilizition remain, there is no modern 
people whose edifices of any kind 
would probably resist the unaided ac­ 
tion of the elements for a single century. 
In mechanics, in architecture, in engineer­ 
ing, in the arts, ancient Egypt possessed 
many secrets which have never been redis­ 
covered to this day. Modern science can­ 
not tell ns either how the Pyramids were 
built, or why. It cannot imitate those 
wonderful colors whose lustrous brilliancy 
time has failed to destroy. In many ways 
the secrets of that hoaiy old world baffle 
us ; and yet the civilizition of Egypt was 
drawn from Asia, and the sources of all her 
wisdom lay there. And down through the 
entire historic period more and more 
strongly streams the Light of Asia. Be­ 
hind the culture of Greece ; behind the 
culture of Alexandria; behind the cnlture 
of Rome ; ever looms np, dim but grand 
and vast, the civilization of the Cradle- 
lands. 
As the Science of Religion progresses it 
becomes more evident that there is a cer­ 
tain unity in all creeds, and it becomes 
still clearer that the world-religions have 
all originated in the East. Ex Oriente lux 
is an expression which possesses a deep sig* 
nificance to the Btudent, and it is aot to be 
wondered at that in this age of rampant 
Materialism and equally rampant credu­ 
lity, there should have been a movement 
having for its object the solution of the 
most vital questions by reference to 
the fountain-head of occult science, in 
the land of the Aryas. The incentives to 
this course were many and powerful. 
In the first place, all extended research 
seemed to result in tracing back occnlt 
science to the East. Whatever faint adum­ 
brations of truth were obtained by the Al­ 
chemists and the Iissicrucians ; whatever 
real principles lay concealed under their 
mystia jargon; whatever Geber and Avi­ 
cenna, Albertus Mag on 3 and Alfarabi, 
Raymond Lulli, Roger Bacon, Nicholas 
Flamel and their colleagues, knew ; what­ 
ever the Brethren of the Rosy Cross sub­ 
sequently were acquainted with ; whatever 
came from Arabia into Spain, and thence 
filtered through into France and England; 
was originally, so far a9 there was any sub­ 
stance init, thelore of India. The Alchemists 
and ltosicruciana, moreover, only groped 
feebly among the entangling thickets of 
medieval crudities, with which their frag­ 
mentary Oriental information was overlaid. 
•The rekl kernels of the supposed results of 
their inquiries were truths which had been 
familiar to the sages of Asia centuries 
before Sakya Muni burst the shackles of 
Brahmanism ; truths the knowledge of 
which may be traced back as far almost as 
the verge of the Yedantic period. 
In the second place, unlike the miracles 
which were formerly supposed to attest the 
truth of Cnristianity, the stream of Oriental 
occultism never ran dry. When the ca­ 
pacity of men to test evidence increased, the 
age of miracles ceased. Bat it was not so 
with the evidences of recondite knowledge 
which proceeded from Asia. From gen­ 
eration to generation there has been a 
steady continuance of testimony in this 
direction. From the time of Marco Polo 
down to the present day travelers have 
been relating marvelons things of that 
country. The same powers too which the 
great Venetian traveler describes 38 having 
been exercised by Indian sages, are fonnd 
to day to be in possession of a similar class 
uf men. Nor is the evid ence such as can 
be rejected on the ground of bias or in­ 
competence to form a judgment. Noth­ 
ing in ordinary history is better attested 
than that extraordinary narrative of 
the Brahmin’s prophecies, in “ Forbes’ 
Oriental Memoirs.” It is impossible to 
doubt the truth of the relation, and it is 
equally impossible to explain the circum 
stances upon any theory which accords 
with modern scientific conclusions. So, 
too, Edward William Lane, both in his 
“ Modern Egyptians” and in his “ Thou 
sand and One Nights,” adduces facts which 
are in the same way unassailable and inex 
plicable. The Abbe Hue, certainly not 
a swift or willing witness, has re­ 
lated things of the Lamas of Tibet 
which partake of this general character. 
General Turner, in his account of his 
embassy to Tibet at the beginning of 
the century, haa officially recorded certain 
circumstances which happened under his 
own eyes, bnt which Dr. Carpenter would 
nevertheless find it difficult to dispose of 
by the theory of “ unconscious cerebra­ 
tion” or "hallucination.” Even a purely 
military historian like Colonel Kaye, in his 
history of tbe Sepoy War, finds himself 
compelled to recur to occurrences which 
were known to everybody in India at the 
time, yet which coaid not be explained by 
any European. He several times com­ 
ments on the very remarkable fact that 
theTnatives almost always contrived to ob­ 
tain information of the movements of troops 
before the Eoglish themselves, and this 
even when such movements occurred on the 
direct line of the telegraph, the latter be­ 
ing altogether under British control. Add 
to this the peculiar kind of knowledge and 
experience acquired by every foreign resi­ 
dent in India ; a kind of knowledge which 
embraces familiarity with the fact that In­ 
dian jngglers daily and honrly perform 
feats which would be absolutely impossible 
to European conjurors unless the latter had 
an elaborate apparatus, but which the na­ 
tives accomplish on the bare ground, in the 
open air, and with naked bodies. 
And yet these are mere trivialities when 
compared to the weight of testimony pre­ 


sented by the literature and traditions of 
Asiatic religions. And it is necessary at 
this place to point out that the Asiatic re­ 
ligions are separated from those of the 
Western world by a very important dis­ 
tinction. All Aristic science is religious, 
more or less. There is no such brosd par­ 
tition between Physics and Metaphysics 
there as with ns. Psychology and physics 
are, so to say, merged ; and there is also 
this vital difference : that whereas West­ 
ern physical science finds itself unable to 
postulate a soul, and relegates all such 
speculations to the region of the Unknow­ 
able, Asiatic science begins by declaring it­ 
self convinced that there is a soul, and 
bases this belief not upon conjecture or in­ 
ference, but upon actual demonstration. It 
will thus be seen that there is scarcely any 
point of contact between the two schools ; 
bnt it will also be perceived that in India 
religion has retained the position which it 
occupied at the beginning of the historical 
period, and that it appears to have pre­ 
served almost unchanged a system which to 
most scholars is associated only with a re­ 
mote antiquity. In fact, the Indian fcheo- 
sophical system may readily be identified 
with that of the Chaldean Magi, with that 
of the pre-Vedic Brahmans, with that of 
the Zoroastrian schism, with that of the 
Neo Platonists, with that of all the ancient 
mysteries. 
The Yogi Ftdya of modern 
India is in no essential different from the 
occnlt science which was cultivated in Chal 
dea, Assyria, Egypt, Persia and India ten 
thousand years ago. The epoptir of the 
Eleusinian Mysteries learned the same se­ 
crets which are to-day explained in the sa­ 
cred city of Lhasea in Thibet. In the se 
eluded cells of the LamaBaries of that conn _ 
try reside men who are acquainted with alj 
the lore of antiquity, and to whom the 
proudest achievements of modern science 
must seem bnt the painful, laborious and 
slow discovery of old but long* forgotten 
truths, and truths the most important of 
which must remain inaccessible to the mis 
taken methods of our crude and narrow 
sy stems of philosophy. 
It is idle to speculate upon the antiquity 
of Yogi Vtdya, but at least we know that 
traces of this occult knowledge are to be 
found in the Ilig-Veda ; that during this 
supremacy of Brahmanism it was culti­ 
vated with ardor; that throughout the 
Buddhistic period it continued to flourish > 
and that the revival of Hinduism did not 
affect or disturb it appreciably. 
It can 
show au unbroken line of descent, stretch­ 
ing away into the regions of pure mythol­ 
ogy, and throughout this enormous period 
it has claimed a mastery over natural laws 
and natural torces which puts to shame all 
the discoveries of Western scieace, and 
which at the same time is alleged to solve 
the central problems of human existence ; 
namely, the Whence and the Whither of 
Man. Until very recently the West knew 
scarcely anything of Indian religion and 
philosophy. At present it poBseeses but a 
faint conception of the subject. It is only 
since the beginning of the present century 
that any real progress in Sanskrit scholar­ 
ship has been effected, and even now, 
though it is known ttyt at least ten thou­ 
sand separate worwrin that language re­ 
main, hardly a score of them have yet 
been translated. The practice of writing 
all scientific works in symbolic language, 
which the Mystics followed in their time' 
so perplexed the first Sanskrit scholars 
that they thought the Vedantio writings 
and commentaries to be little better than 
masses of gibberish. At last, however, it 
has begun to dawn upon them that there 
may be “ that within which passeth show,” 
and Professor Max Muller has with charac­ 
teristic candor admitted this already. It 
is extremely difficult for the Western mind 
to put itself into a receptive attitude in re­ 
gard to Oriental science, because the two 
systems are so radically different, and the 
civilizations so incompatible. 
W ith us 
Science is respected chiefly for its bearing 
upon what we call material progress. But 
it has no connection whatever with ethics, 
and it has deliberately cut itself off from 
the study of true psychology. Bat in the 
Orient it is not even admitted that West­ 
ern civilization is the best. Oo the con­ 
trary, it is asked : “ Dues your Science 
make men happier?” And what can be 
the answer to such a question ? Philoso­ 
phers certainly strive to persuade them­ 
selves that in some large general average 
the balance will be fonnd on the side of 
real progress in happiness, but meantime 
it is one of the perplexities of the thinker 
that human misery seems to keep step with 
human material progress. 
As Stephen 
Montague says : “ You accumulate ma­ 
chinery ; you increase tbe total of wealth ; 
bHt what becomes of the labor you dis­ 
place ? One generation is sacrificed to the 
next. 
You diffuse knowledge—and the 
world seems to grow brighter ; but Discon­ 
tent and Poverty replaca Ignorance, happy 
with its creed. Every improvement, ev­ 
ery advancement in civilization, injures 
some to benefit others, and either cherishes 
the want of to-day, or prepares the revolu­ 
tion of to-morrow.” 
Now the Indian scientist does not recog­ 
nize the superiority of this form of civili­ 
zation. 0 n the contrary, he maintains 
that it involves a distinct degradation of 
the race, despite its brilliant external man­ 
ifestations. And this assertion is the inev­ 
itable result of the Asiatic theory of the 
universe. For if this life is but a single 
link in the long chain of existences which 
every spirit must pass through ; and i 
Fast, Present and Future are determined, 
as regards the destiny and future of man, 
by his own merit and demerit alone ; and 
if the upward course of tbe spirit can only 
be assured by an intelligent and persistent 
discipline ; it follows that the entirely ma­ 
terial and earth-absorbed life which West­ 
ern civilization entails and compels is not 
in the line of real progress, but that this 
civilization is, notwithstanding its appa­ 
rently marvelous advancements, a mistake 
of the most disastrous character. No doubt 
it is very difficult for the average Western 
intelligence to apprehend the Oriental view, 
and yet some effort to do this mast be made 
by all who desire to understand the situa­ 
tion we are describing. A great help to 
comprehension is the clearing of onr minds 
from cant. Let it be realized, as a prelim­ 
inary to candid inquiry, that the Western 
world bas no monopoly of knowledge ; that 
in fact it has, with all its cleverness and all 
its profundity, thus far failed to discover 
any theory of the universe which is satis­ 
factory to its best minds; and that it is 
quite possible for a people of high intellect­ 
ual capacity, who have devoted their 
strongest minds to research and reflection 
for many ages, to have excogitated, or even 
to have discovered by experimental re - 
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search, a loftier, a nobler, a more consist­ 
ent, congruous, and altogether deeper ex­ 
planation of the Cosmos and of Man’s place 
*n it, than has hitherto been known beyond 
the Orient. 
Religion in India, aa everywhere else, 
has been subject to mutation and deoay. 
No creed has ever yet escaped the injury 
which arises from encrusting superstition, 
and officious, unintelligent interpretation. 
The religion of Gautama Buddha is no ex­ 
ception to the rule. Yet it must always 
be a most interesting subject to the student, 
and thongh during the last thousand years 
it has been banished from its native home, 
it has, in the words of Dr. Hunter, the 
learned historian of India, “ won greater 
triumphs in its exile than it could have 
ever achieved in the land of its birth. It 
has created a literature and a religion for 
nearly half the human race, aod has af­ 
fected the beliefs of the other half. Five 
hundred millions of men, or forty per cent, 
of the inhabitants of the world, still follow 
tbe teaching of Buddba. 
Afghanistan, 
Nepal, Eastern Turkistan, Tibet, Mongolia, 
Manchuria, China, Japan, the Eastern 
Archipelago, Siam, Burma, Ceylon, and 
India, at one time marked the magnificent 
circumference of itB conquests. Its shrines 
Lnd monasteries stretched in a continuous 
line from what are now the confines of the 
Russian Empire to the equatorial islands 
of the Pacific. During twenty-five cen­ 
turies Buddhism bas encountered and out­ 
lived a series of powerful rivals. At this 
day it forms, with Christianity and Islam, 
one of the three great religions of the 
world ; and the most numerously followed 
of the three.” In the eighth century 
of our era Hinduism began to make head 
against Buddhism. The Brahmans came 
to the front with the theory of a personal 
God, and the abstractions of Buddhism 
proved unequal to the competition, in 
India at least. But just as Sakya Muni 
did not introduce altogether new doc­ 
trines, but merely modified Brahmanism, 
so Hinduism adopted much of Buddhism 
while supplanting other of its doctrines. 
And there can be no question that Buddh­ 
ism has exercised a most powerful influ­ 
ence for good npon the people of India, 
not only during its hold upon the country, 
which lasted a thousand years, but since 
the rise of Hinduism also. For apart 
from that mystic doctrine of Nirvana, 
which has so perplexed Western scholars, 
and not apart from that doctrine so far as 
the initiates are concerned, Buddhism is a 
religion of Love and Peace and Purity. 
And what is most remarkable about the 
religioa is that its votaries have followed 
their founder’s doctrine in the main faith­ 
fully. Toleration is of the esBenoe of 
Buddhism. It has been violently perse­ 
cuted at various times, and has never 
sought re ventre. As Johnson observes : 
“ It has been faithful to its principle that 
truth is not to be impressed by violence ; 
that opinion must be free. Its rejection of 
bloodshed has been absolute. Beside the 
history of its peaceful progress, the records 
of Islam and Christianity are blaek with 
tyranny and hate.” Western commenta­ 
tors, for the most part missionaries, have 
been repeatedly compelled to bear testi­ 
mony to the nobility of the creed of 
Buddha. Thus Bishop Bigandet, a Roman 
Catholic prelate who has written a “ Life 
of Buddha,” frankly declares that there is 
not a single moral precept to be found in 
Christianity which has not its counterpart 
in the religion of Sakya Muni. Tne life of 
the Founder, and even some of the princi­ 
pal tenetB of his faith, have been made 
familiar to the English and American pub­ 
lic through Mr. Edwin Arnold’s beautiful 
poem, “ The Light of Asia.” It may in 
fact be said that the lofty moral tone of 
pure Buddhism is incontestable, and that 
it yields to no religion in this respect. The 
stnmbling-block in the way of its accept­ 
ance by the Western mind has always been 
the doctrine of Nirvana, which has been 
regarded as implying annihilation. Bnrn- 
ouf, Barth, St. Hilaire, Rhys-Davids, and 
others, have been unable to see in the evi­ 
dence attainable any other conclusion than 
this. Max Muller, Fausboll, Wilson, and 
some others, have hesitated to accept the 
Nihilistic view. It must be admitted that 
the latter is deducible from many expres­ 
sions in the Buddhist scriptures, always 
provided that the interpreter is right in 
the meaning be ascribes to the term “ ex­ 
istence.” The Buddhist scriptures do un­ 
doubtedly bold that existence is an evil, 
and that the aim of the wise man will be 
to bring it to an end as soon as possible. 
The canon teacheB that when, by the dis­ 
cipline of the mind and the right conduct 
of life, the sage haa extinguished all desire 
in himself for anything whatever, Kharma 
(which is the aggregate of merits and de­ 
merits governing the destiny of every 
human being) is abolished. It then be­ 
comes unnecessary for him to undergo any 
more rebirths ; and he can enter forthwith 
into Nirvana, which, according to the 
nsual interpretation, is a state of non­ 
existence. 
Western opinion on Bnch a question íb, 
however, not trustworthy, and therefore 
an extract from a Pali work called Milinda 
Prasna, containing an account of a conver­ 
sation between Milinda, King of Sagal, 
and Negasana, a Buddhist priest, about 400 
years after the time of Gautama, is given 
here. Milinda is trying to find out what 
Nirvana is. Negasana declares that it is a 
condition, and that because it is produced 
neither by merit nor by demerit, it is be 
yond comprehension. 
He says: “ It 
cannot be said that it is produced, nor that 
it is not produced ; that it is past, or fm 
ture, or present; nor can it be said that it 
is the seeing of the eye, or the smelling of 
the nose, or the tasting of the tongue, or 
the feeling of the body.” 
M ilinda: 
“ Then you speak of a thing that is not; 
you merely say that Nirvana is Nirvana ; 
therefore there is no Nirvana. ” Negasana: 
“ Great King, Nirvana is; it is a percep­ 
tion of the mind ; the pure, delightful Nir­ 
vana, free from ignorance, and evil desire, 
is perceived by the select who enjoy the 
fruition of the paths.” And again Negasana, 
com paring Nirvana to the wind, which cannot 
be Been, though its influence is perceived, 
says : 11 Even so, Nirvana is : destroy­ 
ing the infinite sorrow of the w<*Td, and 
presenting itself as the chief happiness of 
the world ; bnt its attributes or properties 
cannot be declared.” This whole conver­ 
sation, indeed, is well worth studying, as 
a fair example of those subtle dialectics in 
which the Asiatio delights, and without 
an understanding of which it mast be im­ 
possible to realize the variety of the dis­ 
tinctions which the Oriental mind per­ 
petually establishes in matters of this 
kind. It is evident from the language of j 


the Milinda Prasna, however, that early 
Buddhism did not regard Nirvana aa iden­ 
tical with Annihilation. 
It involved no 
doubt the absolute extinction of all earthly 
desires and properties and tendencies ; bnt 
whoever takes the trouble to think oat the 
problem of a future life will find that no 
tenable theory of complete happiness can 
be framed which does not necessitate the 
exclusion of every mundane and physical 
emotion and desire. Nirvana in fact is the 
logical ultimatum of a scheme of reason­ 
ing carried far beyond the common limits 
of such speculation, and perhaps the best 
possible answer to the assertion of its Ni­ 
hilistic meaning consists in the fact that it 
is a consummation which haa been sought 
with the most persistent effort by the most 
powerfnl minds of Asia, for ages. 
It haa been necessary thus to dwell upon 
Buddhism, because as a religion it plays an 
important part in the new movement in 
India, and because it is closely connected 
also with that system of occult science 
which is so interwoven with Asiatic faiths. 
But it is not less necessary to state that 
this occult science has a broader connec­ 
tion with pre-Yedic Buddhism, and that it 
includes a complete harmony with much 
that the Brahmans taught before the time 
of Gautama. 
But the reader may a9k : 
How has any connection arisen between 
Europeans and Asiatics in regard to an 
Oriental religion ? How can men educated 
to Western science and philosophy have 
come to seek in the mystic abstractions of 
a vhionary race the clues to secrets of 
Nature which the intellect of Europe has 
in vain striven to pierce. W’hat encour­ 
agement can have been given to snch an 
experiment, and to what can so strange 
and apparently impractical an enterprise 
tend? Toese questions shall all be an­ 
swered, but not in this paper. For the 
present it must suffice to say that the dark 
veil which has so long concealed the East 
from the West was a short time ago partially 
removed. Toat the small but earnest band 
of Western thinkers who refused to accept 
the paralyzing limitations of Agnosticism, 
who recoiled from Nihilism, and who could 
not be convinced of the truth of Spiritual­ 
ism, were given reason to believe that in 
those far regions the Sacred Fire waB still 
kept bnrning; that an Occnlt Brotherhood 
existed in India or the neighboring terri­ 
tories ; that this mysterious fraternity had 
mastered the great arcana; that it held the 
keys of a system of Natural Science sur­ 
passing in extent, grandeur aod value any­ 
thing the West possesses ; and that it alone 
had the power to solve those burning ques­ 
tions with which the age is occupied, and to 
save Society at once from the degradation of 
aMaterialism which traneformsthe universe 
into a ghastly mockery, and the sensuouB 
fantasies of a superstition which is only 
fitted to rivet anew the broken shackles of 
false and exploded faiths. In subsequent 
papers the manner of thiB discovery, and 
its resnlts, will be treated of.

THE HOUSEHOLD. 
Small doses of salt will oheck hemor­ 
rhage of the lungs or stomach. 
Nails may be driven into hard wood if 
the points are firB t dipped in lard oil or 
tallow. 
Liver Bbould be placed in hot water be­ 
fore cooking, after being sliced thin, and 
then broiled or fried. 
A teaspoonfal of fine pulverized charcoal 
taken in half a glass of water is often ef­ 
fectual in curing sick headache. 
It is well to brush tbe under crust of 
pies with the white of an egg before filling 
with fruit, to prevent sogginess. 
A small heated bar of iron applied to the 
head of a rusted screw will render its with­ 
drawal aB easy as oae just inserted. 
It is stated that a bandful of hay in a 
bucket of water placed in a room recently 
painted is effectual in removing the disa­ 
greeable odor of the paint. 
A mixture of three parts of linseed oil 
and one of spirits of turpentine is excellent 
for restoring marred furniture. Apply with 
a woolen cloth, and polish with a clean 
piece of woolen when dry. 
Serviceable tidies are made of batchers’ 
linen, hemmed at the sides and fringed at 
the endB ; work in outline some quaint fig­ 
ure ; work with marking cotton warranted 
not to fade, or with etching siik. 
An experienced cook says that half a cup 
of vinegar in the water will make an old 
fowl cook nearly as quickly as a young 
one, and does not injure the flavor. Tbe 
vessel in which it is cooked should be of 
material that vinegar will not effect. 
Do not line your pretty willow basket. 
If you wish to brighten it with a sugges­ 
tion of color, run a ribbon through the row 
of holes near tbe top, and tie in a bow at 
its sides. Ciit a piece of pasteboard the 
exact size of tbe bottom of the basket, 
cover this with silesia, cashmere or silk, 
and tack with a few stitches to the bottom 
of the basket. 
Serviceable housekeepers' aprons are 
made by taking two long breadths of fine 
white cotton cloth. Cat one breadth in 
two parts, and pnt one of these on at each 
side, so that there will not be a seam in the 
front of the apron ; make with a deep hem 
and a broad insertion of rick-rack, or of 
Hamburg, or of darned net. Tie with long 
and broad strings. 
Here is a pudding recipe for those who 
are trying to economize in the expenditure 
for the table : Oae quart of flour, one half 
pound of suet chopped very flue, add a 
good pinch of salt, wet with water, roll 
out and spread a layer of any kind of fruit 
you please over it, roll it np and put it in 
a cloth, leaving room for the pudding to 
swell. Steam for an bour and a balf. 
Here are directions for making excellent 
rolls for tea : One quart of flour, one half 
teaspoonful of salt, three teaspoonfula of 
baking powder, one tablespoonful of lard, 
one pint of milk ; mix in as soft a dough 
as you can handle easily, and take pains 
not to work in mnch flour on the knead­ 
ing-board ; cut in narrow strips about 
five inches long; mb the top over with a 
little sweet milk, and bake in a hot oven. 
A delicious cream cake to be eaten while 
fresh is made of half a pound of flour, 
three ounces of butter, one teaspoonfal of 
baking powder, two heaping tablespoonfuli 
of sugar, or a small teacupful, a pinch of 
salt, a teaspoonful of grated lemon-peel, a 
cupful of cream that is not entirely sweet, 
and one egg. Beat the batter to a cream 
and mix the flour with it, then add the 
other ingredients; mix thoroughly and 
bake in a moderate oven. This is especially 
nice with fresh frnit 
It may not be known to all that the 
boiled frosting will go mnch farther in cov­ 
ering a cake than that which is not cooked, 
and consequently is much lesa expensive. 
A little practice in making it will insure 
success every time. Tbe only fear of fail­ 
ure comes from the danger of cooking the 
sugar too long. Let it boil until it “hairs” 
or “ threads from the spoon ; then take it 
off from the stove and stir briskly in the 
well-brdken whites of eggs. The quantity 
must be determined by your needs.

Dogs which were once known 
as field trial setters are now known as 
Llewellins. notably, Leicester, Dart, Druid, 
Drake, Doll, Dimple, Queen Mab, the Lei­ 
cester—Darts, and in fact all the early im­ 
portations of this strain and their progeny. 
There has been an effort to make a distinc­ 
tion between the so-called field trial and 
Llewellin strains, but no satisfactory line 
can be drawn, since no reasonable defini­ 
tion can be given by which they can be di­ 
vided is two separate gronps. 
The Marcbcee Carrega owns a park near 
I’arma, says the Pall .Vail Gazette, in which 
he rears pheasants. 
One day last autumn 
Signor Sani, walking near the park, saw a 
pheasant rise and fired at it. 
The bird fell 
within the park and he left it there. 
Two 
or three days later Signor Sani, who ap­ 
pears to have been in luck, “ repeated the 
experiment,” and this time the bird fell 
into the road. 
Signor Sani picked it up 
and was at once confronted by a keeper, 
who summoned him, notwithstanding that 
he offered to give up the spoil. 
Tne case 
has just been tried, giving occasion for very 
long aud very subtle arguments. 
Is a 
pheasant a domestic animal ? 
If so, does 
it never cease to become a domestic ani­ 
mal ? Does it not become public property 
when it flies across a high road ? As public 
property is not any one justified in shoot­ 
ing it ? 
Any way, was not Signor Sani 
acting in good faith when he shot this par­ 
ticular bird? 
Who was to prove that if 
left to itself it would have returned to the 
Márchese Carrega ? And so on. 
The trial 
lasted all one day, and finally the magis­ 
trate pronounced that a pheasant leaving its 
breedmg-place or preserve returns ipso facto 
to its natural condition of wild animal, 
and may therefore be shot by any one who 
comes across it. 
The following very charming bit of nat­ 
ural poetry as coming from the mouth of a 
rough fisherman of Narragansett Pier is 
worthy of record. 
It occuis in the report 
of the United States Fish Commission, and 
was elicited by Professor Baird in answer 
to' the .question, “ Did they [the sque- 
teaguej come much earlier than usual to 
Point Judith this year?” 
The fisherman 
replied : “ About the same. 
They ex­ 
pected them in February and got the seine 
ready. 
They had them in the water in 
March. 
I always judge by the dandelions ; 
when I see the first dandelion the ecup 
comes in. 
I watch the buds, and when the 
buds are swelled full then onr traps go in. 
When the dandelion goes out of bloom and 
runs to seed the scup are gone. 
That is 
true one year with another, though they 
vary every season. 
I am guided by the 
blossoms of other kinds of plants for other 
fish. When high blackberries are in bloom 
we catch striped bass that weigh from 
twelve to twenty pounds ; when the bine 
violets are in blossom—they come early— 
you can catch the small scoot bass. 
That 
has always been my rule. 
That has been 
handed down by my forefathers.” 
Tnere 
is something quite pretty in the idea of a 
fishtrman raking his cue from Bowers and 
berries—a floral calendar, as it were. 
Mr. 
Frederick W . True, commenting on this 
teitimony, which he publishes in Noten and 
Queries, calls it “ the folklore of flowers.” 
The Society for the Prevention of Cru­ 
elty to animals, o* Cincinnati, recently 
caused the arrest of Charles Eckert, a mem­ 
ber of the club, for shooting live pigeoDS 
from the trap. 
A great interest has been 
felt in the result of the trial, as the sports­ 
men of that city had decided to give a grand 
tournament there as soon as the birds could 
be procured. 
Considerable indignation is 
felt bv the snorts men of Cincinnati and 
Covington, Ky., against the Ligowsky 
Clay Pigeon Company, which, it is claimed, 
is using all its influence, and money as 
well, toward prosecuting trap shooters, and 
the breaking up of all shooting of live p:g- 
eons from traps. 
All sorts of threats are 
made. 
One is to the effect that they wi 1 
all sign a petition requesting sportsmen nt t 
to use the clay pigeon, and an agreement 
not to shoot them themselves, nor allow 
them to be shot on the club grounds. -They 
also claim that the Ligowsky Company is 
entirely too much of a monopoly, and ask 
too much for their clay imitations. 
The 
inventor of the clay pigeon and trap says, 
however, that the company has nothing to 
do with the prosecution of pigeon shoot­ 
ers in England or this country. 
The at­ 
torneys for the defense filed a demurrer te 
the information, alleging that the acts 
charged, if committed, constituted no of­ 
fense against the statute of Ohio. 
Tnis 
demurrer was argued and submitted to 
Judge W arren Htgley, before whom the 
case comes for trial. 
The demurrer was 
overruled, and a trial will soon be had upon 
the merits of the case, 
xhe result will be 
looked for by all sportsmen with great in­ 
terest.

SCIENTIFIC METHODS IN POLITICS. 
Professor Amos, in a recent very elabo­ 
rate and profound essay in the Popular 
Science Monthly, considers the possibility 
of politics being erected into a science. 
Considerations suggested by the reading of 
the article must, for the present, give 
place to a glance at the salient points of 
the paper itself, as a necessary preface to a 
further examination of one of the most 
interesting topics that can engage the at­ 
tention of the citizen. The essayist finds 
the difficulties in the way of advancing 
politics to the scientific plane neither few 
nor mean, as for instance, the difficulty of 
applying vigorous scientific methods to 
politico because of the number, nature and 
imperfectly developed character of the 
component and preparatory studies which 
are presupposed in all strict inquiry into 
the theory of government; the incom­ 
pleteness of these studies, and the involve­ 
ment of other studieB inclosing large areas 
of knowledge, over the subjects of which 
the hnman will and passions must have 
an amount of influence apparently setting 
scientific precision at defiance. But, while 
admitting that the composite nature of 
politics impairs the universality of the 
majority of the propositions with which it 
is concerned, this he holds only estab­ 
lishes the relativity of these studies, does 
not detract from their usefulness nor super­ 
sede the employment of those vigorous logi­ 
cal methods which in otherrespects continue 
to be applicable. Another reason why 
politics presents an unscientific aspect is 
that but rarely has conscious attention to 
the true character of governmental prob­ 
lems or their difficulties been arouse 1 until 
long after a practical solntion of some kind 
has been resorted to, and a considerable 
advance in the art of administration 
achieved. 
Professor Amos might have 
here cited many striking examples from 
periods in our own history in iilnstration 
of this concise statement of a truth that 
has forced itself upon all thinking citizens. 
He proceeds to point out that the 
conception of politics as a science is 
mnch affected by the imperfections of poli­ 
tics as a practical art. The existence of 
ineradicable institutions and ideas hamper 
and delay the scientific development of 
political studies, but more to does the fact 
that at the moment when the legislator 
wonld desire most to govern with due re­ 
gard to the principles of abstract political 
science, he is imperatively urged on and 
impelled into action by the necessity of in­ 
stantly choosing between a limited namber 
of possible alternative courses, and the re­ 
sult is an artificial effort, at each critical 
occurrence calling for the intervention of 
the Government, to narrow the possible 
courses of actibD to a very few immediately 
intelligible expedients. A decision can 
only be deferred at the cost of letting go 
present opportunity to do something to 
remedy an abase, or by a confession of im- 
potency, or by a surrender of the leader­ 
ship to others. Then also we are to con­ 
sider the fact that governments are made 
the arenas of ambitious contention and sel­ 
fish aspirations and corrupt conspiracies 
against the public well-being. The wider 
the territorial area the more extensive the 
essential mechanism, the broader the oppor­ 
tunity for personal or local self-seeking. 
The skeptical, therefore, he admits, have 
-IraAi ground for treating as unscientific 


the study of politics, leading prepara-, 
tory studies for which—as ethics, eco- 
nomios and jurisprudence—present only 
the smallest number of nncontroverted 
propositions. Bat if the students of the 
theory of government, and the reading and 
thoughtful citizens will, with the Professor, 
agree that it is then but a matter of time 
for these preparatory 
stndies to be 
placed on a strictly 
scientific founda­ 
tion to assume scientific exactness, they 
will be prepared to accept his conclusion 
that there is good promise for the future 
for politics becoming a scientific study ; 
promise that gives encouragement to all 
efforts to erect in this realm a structure 
of ever-increasing completeness. A science 
need not be bnilt, he holds, on universal 
nor even general propositions; partial, 
particular, or even probable premises may 
justify conclusions drawn with logical cor­ 
rectness, which may he a firm basis for 
action.. He adds : “ But where the in­ 
vestigator proceeds in strict accordance 
with the severest logical requirements, 
conducting his ratiocination with the ut­ 
most precision, and distinguishing at all 
points the possible or probable from the 
certain, the universal or general from the 
particular, and proof from plausibility or 
mere conjecture, it matters little what 
name is given to the branch of inquiry 
concerned. It lacks no one of the essen­ 
tial elements and recommendations of the 
best and earliest-established of the physi­ 
cal sciences.” He believes that there are 
indications that the study of politics 
is, 
even 
by 
practical 
statermen, 
being placed on 
a plane of 
far 
higher scientific exactness than ever be­ 
fore. One of these evidences is the large 
and discriminating use made of statistics, 
the collection and due use of which belong 
to very modern times ; the increasing dis­ 
position to await, at any political crisis, 
whether legislative or administrative, the 
result of a patient examination of evidence 
as to the state of the facts and the previous 
history of the question ; the growing prac­ 
tice in more advanced countries to take no 
serious Btep in the path of political change 
which seems other than the next step on­ 
ward in a course which has become habit­ 
ual, without first nominating, by one pro­ 
cess or another, competent persons to con­ 
duct a critical examination and to delib­ 
erate and report upon the matter. Lastly, 
he calls attention to the growing disposi­ 
tion “ to consult past and surrounding facts 
before inaugurating change,” and this is a 
belonging to the strictly scientific habit of 
mind. If much laborious investigation 
seems for the time to be thrown away, 
“ yet it seldom happens that complicated 
and far-reaching changes are encountered 
without the assistance of a previous impar­ 
tial and deliberate inquiry of the kind ad­ 
verted to. The scientific method in politics 
here as elsewhere i a slowly and su rely getting 
the better of the empiric.” Thus may be 
conoisely stated the position of Professor 
Amos ; one that is most encouraging to the 
stability of republican institutions, and 
which, if true in essential particulars, 
promises to disentangle this nation in doe 
time from the difficulties, and the confused 
nature of its political surroundings. 


THE ENEMY TO WHEAT. 
Considerable alarm has been manifest 
concerning a supposed new enemy to grow­ 
ing grain that has appeared in several 
counties, but chitfly in valleys near to 
tide-water. It is said that the pest has 
appeared in Salinas and Santa Clara val­ 
leys, in Alameda, in Pajaro valley, in San 
Mateo, and latterly in Butte, and that it 
attacks wheat mostly, but does not stickle 
at any other green growth, even mustard 
and the wild turnip being infested. Ic has 
been suggested by the San Francisco Pod 
that the accounts of the ravages of the 
pest may be exaggerated in 
the 
interest of grain rings, and the advice 
is given farmers not to abandon their crops. 
We have reason to believe that the stories 
concerning the pest are true, and that the 
insect is proving a very serious threat in 
several sections of the country. A specimen 
of the insect enemy has been sent to this 
office from Butte county, where it íb found 
upon certain trees, and one kind apon grow­ 
ing wheat also. In another column an inter­ 
esting report is given of an interview with 
an entomologist, held with the object of 
eliciting his opinion regarding the pest. 
The specimen examined and which is the 
same, evidently, alarming the coast farm­ 
ers, proves to be the plant loose, the aphis 
avenue. It is of the genus aphis, of the 
family aphicic. Nearly every plant has 
its aphiB ; there is one for the rose, one for 
the pear, one for wheat, etc. Regarding 
the green beetle, which, it is said, Prof. 
Norton alleges will destroy this pest, there 
is misapprehension. 
The enemies of 
the insect are varied and many. 
The 
four-winged flies, the chrysopa, 
are 
among the chief, and when numer­ 
ous they are formidable foes to the in­ 
sect pest—but they do not always sppear 
in snfficient numbers. One virgin aphis 
will, in a single season, produce a 
quintillion of her kind. The male aphis 
does not appear until early in antumn, 
when impregnation of the female takes 
place. If the stubble is then burned 
thoroughly as soon as the grain is off the 
males will be destroyed and the 
propagation of the insect will cease, for 
there will be no eggs the following year. 
Tais is, say entomologists, the only prac­ 
tical remedy for the aphis when it appears 
in grain. Its appearance is not to he taken 
as indicating a total destruction of the 
crop, but it does signify serions injury to 
it if the lice are noticed to be particalarly 
numerous. Were it possible to drench the 
grain with one or more liquid preparations 
the ravages of the peBt might be stayed, 
bnt it is obvious that remedies like this, 
applicable to trees and shrubs, are imprac­ 
ticable in a grain field. 


THE PROPOSED MINER »L EXPOSITION 
The proposition to hold a Mineral Expo­ 
sition in San Francisco next August is 
meeting with mnch encouragement, as it 
should. It is Eomewhat remarkable that 
the greatest gold-producing country in the 
world, and one so rich in many leading 
mineral deposits, should have passed 
through thirty years of its existence and 
not have before this projected snch an ex­ 
position. Of course the display will not 
be confined to exhibits from California ; it 
is inteaded to embrace the mineral pro­ 
ducts of the Pacific coast. It is desired 
and deemed necessary that each connty in 
California should have its exhibits set 
apart in distinctly indicated cases. To 
this end, while the citizens of San Fran­ 
cisco will bear the barden of the expense 


of the exposition, it is asked of each 
connty to contribute $100 toward the fit­ 
ting up of the cases and sections to be let 
apart for each county. There should be 
no delay whatever in raising these sums 
in the counties and in forwarding them 
promptly to Lloyd Tevis, Treasurer 
of the Exposition Committee, at San 
Francisco. The exposition is to be free, and 
the aim of the committees in charge is to 
make it as thoroughly representative as is 
possible. The details of how this is to be 
accomplished it is not necessary to set 
forth, but throngh the Mining Bureau 
and by personal effort there should 
be no great difficulty experienced in secur­ 
ing ample exhibits. If the project is to be 
carried out it must be done in a manner 
comporting wi.h the dignity and impor­ 
tance of this State. In August we shall 
have with us an unusually large body of 
citizens from all parts of the Uuion, and 
they will come here in a critical mood. It 
is, then, important that there be general 
and generous aid in furtherance of the 
proposed exposition, and that every effort 
shall be made to collect and forward ex­ 
hibits of minerals. It is suggested that 
many relics, fossils, etc., will be sent in 
that are boo large for caaes, but the com­ 
mittee promise that space near the county 
caBes shall be reserved for all such. There 
is no reason why the proposed exposition 
should not be entirely successful, and 
prove one of the moat notable features to 
which it is proposed to invite the attention 
of the expected crowd of visitors next 
summer.

The significance of such a visit is found in 
the fsct that the products of America are 
becoming important factors in the internal 
economy of Europe, and this leads to un­ 
limited soggestions end opens lines of 
thought and speculation that deserve dis­ 
tinct and elaborate treatment.

The English societies engaged in for­ 
warding emigrants to the United States 
give aid to those only who can prove that 
they are utterly destitute. This resultB, 
of course, in sending to us the pauper and 
invalid class. Seven-tenths of that class 
represent the vicious and the “ shiftless,” 
who are’unwilling to labor, no matter how 
freely remunerative employment is offered. 
Immigrants to the number of about three 
thousand have arrived upon onr shores 
within two months, Bent out by the Eng. 
lish societies, and the vast majority of 
whom are of the undesirable classes named. 
The American people very naturally resent 
the coming in of these people. There is not 
involved any race prejudice, for the same 
spirit was manifest when Germany at­ 
tempted to send us objectionable immi­ 
grants. For the relief of distress in Ire 
land, America has always contributed lib­ 
erally, and thus testified her sympathy 
with the sufferers there, and this is.^ho of 
the evidences that the growing feeling of 
resentment is not one of prejudice. It has 
already become a serious question whether 
England shall be permitted to continue to 
send her impoverished and hopeless sick 
and crippled people to our shores, to be­ 
come immediate public charges and fill up 
the county and city jails, charity hospitals 
and poorhouses. 
Now 
there is a 
statute of the United States that may he 
invoked for our protection. It provides 
for the examination of immigrant, passen­ 
gers and the exclusion of lunatics, idiots and 
those unable to take care of themselves 
or liable to become a public charge. In 
all such cases the Collector of the Port is 
to refuse permission to such persons to 
land, and is to require the owners of the 
ship on which they arrive to return the 
passengers. A demand has been made at 
Atlantic ports for the enforcement of the 
law. The only difficulty about it is that 
of establishing affirmatively the inability 
of the immigrant, in a great number of 
cases, to care for himself. But it is cer­ 
tain that the enforcement of the law will 
be sanctioned by pnblic opinion. We 
want no more of the idle and vicious classes 
of Europe. They but swell the ranks of 
the howling mob that marches under the 
banner of communism. This people will 
not consent to give of their substance to 
maintain the paupers European nations are 
so glad to be rid of. The immigration we 
need is of the kind that adds to the 
strength of the nation, contributes to her 
industries, moves out upon our plains and 
hillsides to conquer the soil, or searches 
the earth for the woalth of her metals. 
We need the Btrong, willing, industrious 
men and women who are fired by the am­ 
bition to build up homes for themselves, 
and become useful and valued citizens. If 
they are possessed of some means at the 
outset, all the better—they will sooner win 
that for which they are willing to toil. 
But to the impoverished, idle and vicious, 
the infirm, incompetent and imbecile, we 
hold ont no invitations. As for this coun­ 
try being tho receptacle fo? all classes and 
conditions of men, to freely come and live 
with ns or upon us, that idea has long 
since been exploded. 


INQUIRING A8 TO OUR CAPACITY. 
IP cently Dr. Max Seering, Teacher of 
Political Economy in the Univeisity of 
Bonn, has been viBitiDg this State, and we 
believe i» still upon this coaBt, upon a mis­ 
sion ioi wuich he is accredited by the Em­ 
peror of Germany. 
The purpose of his 
visit is to ascertain the capacity of Amer­ 
ica to produce meat and breadstuff's for 
Europe. 
If she can do so, and deliver 
the same in Europe to advantage, it will be 
useless for Germany to continue in agri­ 
culture, and other industries must com­ 
mand the attention of her people. Prof. 
Seering is a gentleman of cultured intelli­ 
gence and keen observant powers. He is 
Dot willing to trust to cold statistics, 
but goes into the leading sections of the 
Uaited States and the Canadas to see for 
himself, to ascertain facts at the fonntain 
heads, and that he may observe conditions 
and examine witnesses. In California he 
confessed that he waB not only surprised, 
bat quite amazed at the capacity of the 
soil, aDd astonished at the proof of the fact 
that the State prodaces now one-sixth of 
all tne wheat exported from the United 
States. He will go back to Germany with 
full notes of inquiry and response repre­ 
senting the best intelligence in this State 
on all topics relating to soil production, 
stock-raising, etc., and incidentally will be 
well informed npon all industrial topics 
relating in any way to California. He 
leaves the State to make a leisurely trip 
along the line of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad, and thence to Winnipeg, and 
will examine quite thoroughly into the food 
resources of Oregon, the northern Terri­ 
tories and of British Colombia. He came 
to the coast with his credentials indorsed 
by George B. Luring, United States Com­ 
missioner of Agriculture. In this State he 
was given letters of introduction to a large 
number of prominent agriculturists, well- 
informed citizens, practical atock-raisers, 


A BRAVE WOMAN. 
It is not often that an actress has it in 
her power to do the country decidedly ben­ 
eficial service. Her life upon the stage is 
too unreal to involve her in public move­ 
ments that are of a practical natnre. But 
Miss Anderson, an actresa of note, is about 
to confer a benefit on the whole country 
by an exhibition of moral courage. For 
years there has been carried on a black­ 
mailing business by a class of scoundrels 
who have thrived wonderfully npon its 
profits. It consists in securing a photo­ 
graphic likeness of some prominent citi­ 
zen, of either sex, and by nice adjustment 
of the bead and face to the nnde body in 
some other photograph, produce a picture 
that may be copied in such a manner as to 
disguise the cheat completely. ThuB, the 
pnreBt of women and the most innocent of 
men may appear to be placed in a most 
equivocal light. Often two persons, well 
known in society, are pictured in one of 
these views. One of the copies is sent to 
the victim, and, under threat to distribute 
others, he suffers the villainous black­ 
mailer to draw upon him for money. Very 
few are aware of the extent to which this 
horrible business is 'carried on. Recently a 
reputed doctor in Pennsylvania attempted 
in this way to blackmail Miss Anderson. 
Instead of submitting to the levy the 
scoundrel made, she placed the photograph 
in her lawyer’s hands, together with the 
means necessary to prosecute the case to the 
bitter end. More than this, she has given 
the matter her personal attention, and ar­ 
ranged to go to Pennsylvania at any time 
to appear in open Court against the rascal. 
This is an example that is forgood. We need 
to cultivate among the men and women of 
the land more of moral courage to resist 
imposition. A few snch prosecutions as 
the actress named proposes to follow up 
will go far toward terrifying the black­ 
mailing classes, and of which there are 
many. 


THB VOICE OF THE PEOPLE. 
On the first development of the dynamite 
plots against England, and the showing 
that they were being hatched in America, 
this journal predicted that public senti­ 
ment wonld very soon demand a reform in 
onr laws and treaties by which such con­ 
spiracies in America conld be hunted out 
and crushed ; that we could not afford to 
countenance them under any circum­ 
stances. The voice of the Eastern press is 
now being heard almost unanimously Re­ 
manding the establishment of just such a 
policy, and the papers quite uniformly 
agree that the people are pronounced in 
their expression in favor of placing under 
the ban of the law the infamous men who 
lead in these cowardly dynamite assaults. 
We quote the expression of one representa­ 
tive journal as illustrative of the general 
tone of the American press. 
Says the 
Now York Tribune of the ¿1st: “ The 
dynamite plots ought not to be considered 
political offenses. They cannot be said to 
have a single redeeming feature. They do 
enormous barm to Ireland. They are a 
blistering disgrace to America. They are 
wanton crimes against civilization. 
If 
American law does not provide for the re­ 
pression and punishment of those who are 
primarily responsible for such crimes, as 
we fear it docs not, it ought to be amended 
in the interest of civilization.” 


IRRIGATION ENTERPRISE. 
Among, the enterprises being inaugurated 
in California that look to the speedy and 
permanent settling up of the country is 
one especially worthy of notice. It is 
projected by C. B. Pool and A. T. Stub­ 
blefield. Their plans provide foi taking 
out sufficient of the waters of Stony creek 
by a canal, about one and a half miles west 
of Orlar d, to irrigate some thirty thousand 
acres of land. The canal will run along 
lines through three townships. The lands 
to be thus watered are of the class that, 
under right conditions, are not surpassed 
for productive capacity. The scheme sug­ 
gests the idea that the great irrigation 
problem in California may, after all, be 
solved by associated capital. The conflicts 
between the locators and riparian owners 
are such that, except by private enterprise, 
it is doubtful if the State can, in the next 
decade, settle npon any uniform system of 
irrigation. Of course, the conflicts regard­ 
ing water rights and the use of water are 
not wholly eliminated by private vent­ 
ure and the investment of large sums in 
irrigating, but they are reduced to their 
minimum, inasmuch as capital takes the 
least possible risk always, and invests with 
a view to the smallest amrmnt of friction 
and resistance in reaping a profit. 


DENOUNCING THE POLICY. 
Mr. Harrington, member of Parliament 
for Westmeath, although just released from 
an English prison in Galway, denounced to 
hiB constituents at a banquet given him 
on the 17Lb, the whole wicked dynamite 
policy, saying that it is abominable and 
will never achieve the objects aimed at. 
Abont all the decent leaders in the Irish 
movement have now put the seal of their 
condemnation on dynamite methods ; bnt 
the New York World, the great organ of 
the decaying Democracy, ties its party to 
the “ explosive ’’system, and apologizes for 
it from day to day in labored editorials. 


Tne Irish Land League Convention at Philadelphia 
was governed, so far as we can learn from the tele­ 
graphic reports, by conservative counsels. It did 
not indorse dynamite methods nor "ive encourage­ 
ment to the O’Donovan Rosa stripe of men. It was 
a large and influential body of men, that met for a 
definite purpose and accomplished it, and that was 
to settle op the affairs of the Land League in 
America and put on foot a plan for its reorganiza­ 
tion, and the consolidation of like societies, with a 
view of aiding legitimate efforts to better the con­ 
dition of the people o! Ireland. 
The San Francisco Pott, referring to the amusing 
blunder of its contemporary, the Bulletin, which, 
on being corrected by the R z c o r d U n io n, plunged 
helplessly into still deeper error by declaring that 
Presidential electors are chosen from Congressional 
districts, merrily calls attention to the fact we had 
already stated, that Congressional districts have no 
relation to the choosing of electors. Electors, says 
the Pud, have always been, and are, chosen from 
the State at large. Let the debate close. There is 
not another word to be Saul. 
Bes. B rn .H K was the only Democratic Governor 
not invited to the Iroquois Club dinner at Chicago. 
Since he has heard of the rumpus Carter Harrison 
created, Butler thanks his presiding genius that he 
was net invited. 


BOOK REVIEW. 


T h e B eg in n in g s or B ist o r t, A ccording to t h e 
B ib l i and t h e T r a d itio n s or O r ie n ta d P eo­ 
p l e s.

D e l u g e. By Francois Leoormant, Professor of 
Archteology at the National Library of France. 
New York : Charles Scribner’s Sons. San Fran 
cisco : A. L. Bancroft & Co. 
Prof. Lenormant is a professing Christian. 
While his work is a philosophical and critical 
analysis of books of the Old Testament, and 
in many cases caste donbt upon orthodox be­ 
liefs, a reverent spirit pervades every page. 
It is a defense of the Bib'e records, so far as 
they declare upon purely religious topics, as 
against the direct claims < f want of har­ 
mony between scientific truth and holy writ; 
an inharmony held by many to amount to 
an antagonism that must send one or the 
other to the wall. In this volume Prof. Le- 
Dormant has compiled a great number of le­ 
gends, and mnch of the writing of past ages 
that bear relation in iomt respect, or are re­ 
markably similar to biblical record». He 
sets ont with the announcement of his own 
sincere conviction of the inspired character 
of the sacred books, bnt believes that most 
of the purely historical and race records are 
not entitled to be so classed. But while pre­ 
senting himself as a critic believer, he. has 
the moral courage to set aside his faith, that 
it may not obscure his mental vision 
while he compares proofs, and places 
religious records and scientific icqui-y, 
discovery and .doc’rine side by side, 
tor the examina.mn of reason. 
Tnat 
this attempt to assume a judicial attitude is a 
difficult one, may be readily conceived, but 
it is exactly the position the true critic 
should always aim to occupy. Hero is an 
examiner who at the outset declares his firm 
belie! in the Christian religion, but who feels 
equal to the task of presenting ail that re­ 
search discloses to him as antagonistic to that 
faith ; and more, of announcing his judgment 
in every case wntre science ten 
to make 
way against his faitb. But this examination, 
while it has led him to set aside portions of 
the 1 ibiical record as non-essentials, affirms 
his belief i hat in time the apparent want of 
harmony will disappear. He holds, how­ 
ever, that there are no essential conflicts be­ 
tween science and religion—none that are of 
sufficient relevancy or importance to impair 
the trust of a science-believer in the Christian 
faiih.' The reader canuot doubt the sincerity 
of the author’s announced conviction on this 
point, and enters upm a perusal of the pages 
firmly impressed with Lmormaui’s own fair­ 
ness and perfect composure. We must con­ 
fess, however, that he has not made as clear 
as would he desirable the distinction that he 
claims exists between the purely supernatural 
.and the merely traditional and historical in 
the biblical records ; the distinction between 
the recards of inspiration and those which 
are wholly earthly, and which present the 
p?rsonality of the writer only, Examining 
these latter records exactly as the scholar 
would any other ancient records, Professor 
Lenorm ant arrives at the conclusion which 
he declares is irresistible ; that the claim for 
“ the so-called uuity of composition of the 
books of the Pentateuch ” cannot be main­ 
tained. In this he takes a position that 
crosses the orthodox belief at right angles. 
On this question he says : 
It is my conviction, as a scholar, that a century 
of external and internal criticism of the text has led 
to positive results on this point, which I have not 
accepted without demur, though finally compe led 
to yield to evidence. Tins is not the place to enter 
a demonstration of this important fact, which of 
itself would call for a large book, and which many 
before me have given, by proofs whic h 1 conld but 
have reproduced with merely a difference in the 
Bpint of presentation. I must confine myself to the 
declaration of a sincere and well considered convic­ 
tion on this point, which has required for its estab­ 
lishment reasons all the stronger that, as I was 
aware, it ran counter to venerab.e tradition and to 
the opinion still universal am.ng Catholic doctors— 
an opinion, however, I make speed to add, which is 
not dogmatically defined, and never will be, for it 
does not belong to matters about which one can 
dogmatize. 
He holds that the distinction between the 
Elohist and Jehovist documents has been 
fully demonstrated. These eerved as sources 
to the final editor of the first four books 
of the Pentateuch, who did little more than 
establish a concordance between the two, 
white leaving their redaction. intact. He 
says : 
These two priman- texts may be restored almost 
without gaps, and it is easy to p iint out a certain 
number of discordances between the two, similar to 
those th it nivy likewise be observed between the 
different versions of the same event as lelated in 
two books of the Bible like Kiugs and Chronicles. 
We muss net, however, exaggerate these discord­ 
ances, which bear only upon facts of an historic 
character, and not on mat era essential to faith. 
A nn it is especially the manner in which the final 
editor or compiler has abstained, beyon i a certain 
degree, from harmonizing the two texts by remov­ 
ing their divergences, that seems to me a decisive 
proof of the holy end inspired character which he 
already recognized in their composition. 
He, however, believes that this is rimply a 
question of how the books of the Pentateuch 
were fo-med. and has no hing in it which 
could not be accepted by tho most scrupulous 
orthodoxy. He points out that Christ iin 
docriue makes in the Bible a distinction be­ 
tween two different things—revelation and 
inspiration. Everything in the Book is in­ 
spired, but not all is revelation. Inspiration 
dots not exclude the use of documeats of a 
human charac’er, and hence in the light of 
all records and traditions be regards the mat­ 
ter of the firBt chapters of Genesis not as an 
account dictated by God Himself, but as a 
tradition, the origin of which is lost in the 
night of the remotest ages, and which all the 
great nations of Western Asia possessed in 
common, with some variations. But he finds 
the divine inspiration of the writers "in the 
absolutely new spirit which animates their 
narration, even though the form of it may 
have remained in almost every respect the 
same as among neighboring nations.” And 
ho further says on this point, with a fervency 
that inspires the reader with a respect for his 
deep sincerity : 
It ÍB'he same narrative, and in it the same epi- 
s* d. s su- ct-ed one another in like manner; and yet 
one would be blind not to perceive that the sigmfi 
cation has become altogether different. The exu­ 
berant polytheism which incumbers these stories 
among the Chaldeans has been carefully eliminated, 
to give place to the severest monotheism. What 
formerly expressed naturalistic conceptions of a sin­ 
gular grossuess here becomes the garb of moral 
truths of t-ie most exalted and most purely spiritual 
order. The essential features of the form of the 
tradition have been preserved, and vet betaeen the 
Bible and the sacred books of Chaldat there is all the 
distance of one of the most tremendous revolutions 
which have ever been effected in human heliefa 
Herein consists the miracle, and it is none the less 
amazing for being transposed. Others may seek to 
explain this by the simple, natural progress of the 
conscience of humanity. For myself, I do not hesi­ 
tate to find in it the effect of a supernatural inter­ 
vention of Divine Providence, and i bow before the 
God who inspired the Law and the Prophets. 
The style of Professor Lenormant is maiked 
by clearness of expression, simplicity of lan­ 
guage and conciseness of statement, a.d 
scholarly finish. The work opens with the 
fnli text of the biblical account of the crea­ 
tion after the Elohist form, compared line by 
line with the Jehovist source. He then en­ 
ters upon a comparative study of the biblical 
account and of parallel conditions, the crea­ 
tion, the first sir, the fratricide, the accounts 
of ths antediluvian patriarchs, according 
to the Bible and the antediluvian kings, ac­ 
cording to the Chaldaic tradition : “ the chil­ 
dren of God aid the daughters of men,” the 
deluge—a tradition appearing among all the 
great races of men, except the black race, 
which is eileot in reference to such an event_ 
and which he believes was a real and well- 
defined event, inasmuch as the agreement of 
all the traditions with the biblical account 
establishes their unity and proves that the 
deluge record dates back to the age before the 
dispersion of mankind, “ in the very dawn of 
civilization.” In this part of the work the 
author clears away much of the incumbering 
record emmeru-ly associated with the bibli­ 
cal deluge, as that of Chins, which has no re­ 
semblance to the biblical deluge ; the legend 
cf B Achica as preserved by the Mcyscas of 


South America, and which referred to a 
purely local event; and lastly, the tradition 
in America, which he holds is not primitive, 
bnt bears the marks of importation. Full 
appendices and elaborate notes cotc.ude the 
interesting volume, every page of which the 
author accompanies by copious notes of 
authorities.

GRAIN AND FRUIT PESTS. 


GRAIN CROPS AND FRUIT ATTACKED IB 
SOME COUNTIES. 


The Newly-Discovered Insects Duly Ix- 
plalned—Their Habits Given and 
the Bemedies Necessary. 


A representative of tie R e co rd-U n io n 
called upon Matthew Cooke yesterday to 
make inquiries concerning the so-called grain- 
bug, which is reported an damaging the wheat 
and other cereal crops, and also calling his 
attention to an article which appeared in the 
San Francisco Bulletin of the 24th instant. 
After reading the article referred to, Mr. 
Cooke stated that be had some specimens of 
the insects that were forwarded to him from 
a county south of San Francisco, and that at 
present its appearance was reported from 
seven counties. Tbe insects received by him 
belong, he said, to tbe family commonly 
called plant-lice (Aphidce). sod this specie# 
is known to natura ists as Aphis arena (Fab- 
ricius) Aphis granaría (Kirtit), Aphis Cerealis 
(Kali). Aphis Hordei (Kybtr), ticyphonophora 
arena (Fab )• 
Reporter—Can you give any explanation as 
to tbe sudden appearance of ihe insect ? 
Answer—It may have been in the locali­ 
ties infested for some time before they at­ 
tracted the attention of the grain-grower*. 
Besides, they increase very rapidly. 
Rep.—The writer in tbe Bulletin says "he 
found the earth arnund the roots or barley a 
grayish color, with the eirgs,” etc. Do yon 
tbink the eggs were depot i ted so thickly as to 
discolor tbe ground ? 
A.—A person unacquainted with the natu­ 
ral history of the aphidce is liable to make 
such mistakes. 
_ 
Rep.—What do you refer to by “ making 
such mi-takee ?” 
A.—Tne plant-lice are said to be partheBO- 
genitis, a term derived from two Greek words 
signifying a virgin production—the produc­ 
tion of young by a female without uuion with 
am ale; one of the phenomena of altérnale 
generation. Also that a virgin aphis pro­ 
duces her young alive, and is, therefore, ac­ 
cording to Bonnet, capable of producing ten 
generations of her kind, equal to one quin- 
til.ion in number, without the union of 
the stxep. 
He 
writes : ‘ We 
know 
that this reproduction often gees on till the 
eleventh generation ; then this process 
ceases—the last generation is of perfect in­ 
sects, with teparate sexes, and these produce 
ova, which next year become the productive 
virgins. 
* 
* .* 
The aphis produces 
each year ten iarviparcus broods ant! one 
tybich is oviparous;” that is, ten living 
broods and one laying of eggs. Professor 
Huxley writes : 
“ The virgin viviparous 
aphis produce» its broods of youDg from un­ 
fertilized ova ” Therefore, you ste that it is 
hardly possible that lit* discoloration of the 
earth around the roots of barley was caused 
by the quantity of eggs deposited therein, es­ 
pecially at this early season. 
Rep.—Can yon give an idea as to the rapid­ 
ity ot increase of these insecte with any de­ 
gree of certainty ? 
A.—I have Btated Bonnet’s calculation. 
Reaumer has preved that in five generation* 
one virgin aphis m ij be the progenitor of 
5,904 900,000 descendants, and supposed there 
could be twenry generations in one year. 
Professor Asa Fitch, of New York, in his^ 
Bixth report, writes: “ A single one (virgin’ 
aphis) producing four daily, and theee becom­ 
ing squally prolific when they are three days 
old, her deEcendanta in twenty days will num­ 
ber upwards of two millions, and will be in­ 
creasing at the rpte of a million daily.” 
Rep.—Have you an opinion as to tbe 
amount of damage growing crops of wheat 
and barley are likely to suffer from being in­ 
fested by these plant-lice ’ 
A.—I have read of cases where one-half of 
the crop attacked was destroyed, namely, in 
New York State in 1861. Curtis, in his 
farm .insects of Kogland, write* that it did 
less damage to the grain crop, by far, than 
the aphis on the pea and beau. 
Rep.—Are there any insect parasites that 
keep this pest in check, or that is supposed to 
do so ? 
A.—There are several species of icsecta 
which devour plant lice, viz, the lad}-bird* 
(Cocoinellirse)—nearly all the specie* of this 
family ; the Chrysopas or golden-eved flies ; 
and a common specieB cf bug—Nahis fera— 
and many other species io the larv* and per­ 
fect states live upon plant lice. There are 
aiso several species of Hymenoptera that ago 
parasites on piant lice; aiso the Syrphus 
larva. 
. 
Rep.—Do yon think the natural enemies of 
the grain aphis can keep them successfully in 
check ? 
A.- The “ balance of natnre” is a pet 
theory with naturalists—“ that the foes of aD 
invading species will ere iorg check its in­ 
crease.” However, I think that under pres­ 
ent circnmstances it will be necessary to use 
artificial remedies. 
Rep.—What remedies would you propose ? 
A.—As soon a- the wheat or other crop was 
secured, I would burn every stalk of stubble, 
gra„8, etc, in or around fields that bad been 
infested, in this way destroying the ova de­ 
posited by the sexual generation, or destroy­ 
ing the virgin aphides remaining cn the vege­ 
tation. 
Rep.—Do I understand you to say that the 
ova are laid late iu the season ? 
A.—I will answer you hy quoting from 
Professor Fitch, of New York: “ All the 
insects we see in the grain during the spring 
and summer are females. Theee do not pro­ 
duce eggs, but living young, which mature in 
a few days, acd ire fertile without any inter­ 
course of the sexts. It is only when cold 
weather is coming on, at the end of the sea­ 
son, that males are produced. The insects 
then pair, and the female* thereupon lay 
e^K8> placing them, no doubt, upon tbe fall- 
sown wheat, etc., which is then up in our 
fields.” These eggs are hatched as soon as 
tbe warm waather oí spring arrives. 
R“P-—Then you think that the insects Uve 
on the letv-a of gra n until the head or grain 
begins to form ? 
A.—Undoubtedly; and at that stage of 
their existence (i. c.. while feeding npon the 
leave») tteir color is gieen, but as soon as 
they begin to feed on tne ears of grain they 
assume a darker color, and sometimes a yel­ 
low colcr. 
Rep.—What effect do you think they will 
have on the present cn p? 
A.—I think many wm find wl.en they have 
their grain thrashed that they were more 
f ightened th*n hnr*. 
Rep.—Well, this is ail abcut tbe grsin 
P 's ts . What are Yhs p.,sect* <iu this peach 
branch received from Giidley ? 
A —It ii tne peach aptos, a species of the 
same tribe as the grain apris. 
Rep.—But tne reporta from the vicinity of 
Grid ey are that tbe same pwit w ,ich is in­ 
juring fruit and fruit trees is aiso dss'royitg 
tiie gr^in io that section. 
A.—They thick so, fr >m the very close and 
ft moat icdistir gufohablo resemblance, but 
they are another species of tho same genus. 
Tne grain anhis, when examined under a 
microsc pe, will be found to be of a dark 
brownish-green color, while the peach aphis 
is a brownish red, and also ha* the points by 
which it is distinguished, but which are only 
observable hv naturalists. So far as know/ 
the peach aphis has not been found on ce- 
ü'’ nor‘he 8rain aPhis on f.nit trees. 
^ P - ~ What remedy could yon suggest es 
m°* tVr,Cllve for destroying the peach aphif ? 
A The trees should be thoroughly sprayed 
or drenched with whale oil soap, one pound 
to euea one and a half gallons of water, or 
very strong soapsuds may be used. This will 
be found effective if thoroughly applied, and 
will not injure either f >lUge or fruit. 


An Eagle B attle.—The Cbico Record 
of tbe 24th instant bae the following ac­ 
count of an eagle fight : The woods in the 
river bottom on the Reavis ranch are full of 
eagles, and many fine speeimens of this 
bird have been killed there, and several of 
them are now on exhibition at different 
places in this city. This morning a man 
was telling on the streets of a terrific bat- 
tie he witnessed between two eaglet yester­ 
day on the Reavis place. The birds had 
come together in the air above the tree 
tops, and one was trying to get hold of a 
jack rabbit the other held its claws. They 
would fly at each other with tremendous 
force, screeching and scratching like wild­ 
cats. The air was tilled with fiyiDg feath­ 
ers, and the sport was an immense sight to 
the spectator, who sat on a fence watching 
it. Finally the eagle with the rabbit 
dropped his prey and pitched in for all he 
was worth. He soon knocked his foe out 
in the second round, and then swooping to 
the earth he took hold of his rabbit and 
sailed away to the top of an old óak tree. 
The dead eagle fell to the ground, and was 
picked op by the young man who saw the 
fight. He brought the bird, one of the 
golden species, to towD, and it will be 
staffed and mounted.

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THE OLD LADIES’ HOME. 


Vox soma time there was talk in this city 
of establishing an U!d Ladies’ Home in this 
city, but nothing definite was ever arrived at 
until Mrs. E. B. Crocker took the matter in 
hand, and proceeded at her own expense to 
carry out the design. A quarter block of 
land on Ninth a id W streets was originally 
intended for its site, but it was afterwards 
thought to be too far from the principal por­ 
tion, and for that and other reasons that 
location was abandoned. 
Just before Mrs. 
Crocker’s departure for Europe she purchased 
the half block on the north Bide of Q street, 
between Seventh and Eighth Btreets—gener­ 
ally known as the Hamilton place, and at a 
cost of §12,000, On this there was at the 
time quito a large two-story dwelling. After 
her return frofn the Old World, where she 
made some observations of similar institu­ 
tion», the plans for the building were drawn 
by N. 1). Goodell, and some time ago work 
was commenced. An “ L ,” 65i36 feet in 
size, was added to the building then on the 
ground. 
Tnis contains 14 rooms, 14x14 
feet 
in 
size, 
and 
one 
room 
14x27 feet in s'z-s, the latter to be used as a 
dining-room. Taere is a fire-place in each 
room, and a heater will also be put iu the 
house. The old building is being remodeled 
and will contain a parlor and a reception- 
room, each 12x25 feet iu size, and a kitchen, 
sewing-room and linen-room on the firstfl jor, 
while the second story will be fitted up into 
six large sleeping-rooms. Around three sides 
of the entire building when completed will 
be a veranda six feet wide. Gas and water 
pipes are being put into the entire structure. 
A square brick building now stands on an­ 
other portion of the lot, which will be fitted 
up for a laundry, storerooms, etc. 
The building improvements will cost about 
*12,(100. 
The grounds close around the build­ 
ing will be terraced while the remainder of 
the lot will be laid out in walks, and with an 
abundance of flowers, shrubbery and trees. 
I t will not be long before the building will be 
completed, Mrs. Crocker wilt then completely 
furnish it, sf;er which it is understood she 
will endow the home with a sum sufficient to 
maintain if. 
The entire work of preparing the buildiDg 
and grounds is under the direct supervision of 
W. P. Diilmau. Each portion of the work 
is let in separate contracts, and it is esti­ 
mated that tbs entire cost of tbe home when 
in running order will not be far from §50,000.

R ecord -U n ion : In your issue of the 
21st instant I feel that I was placed, unin­ 
tentionally, before th9 people by tbe Board 
of Supervisors as having received $140 as a 
member of the Connty Board of Education, 
to which I am not entitled. 
Well knowing 
that you do not wish to do an in j ustice to any 
one, I shall be pleased to h ive you publish 
the following statement of facts in relation 
to the m at’er : 
Article X III., Section 1763, of the Califor­ 
nia school law declares that there shall be a 
County Board of EJncation in each county, 
which shall consist of the County Superin­ 
tendent of Schools and four other members, 
of whom two at least shall be experienced 
teachers and holding firs'-grade certificates, 
which four members shall be appointed by 
the Conn y Supervisors 
Section 1769 makes 
the Ciunty Superintendent ex officio Secre­ 
ta r y of the Board of Education. Section 
1770 directa the Board of Supervisors to al­ 
low to the mcmbrri of the Board of Educa­ 
tion a reasonable compensation for their ser­ 
vice». 
Acting upon the assumption that this clause 
means what it says ; that it does not mean 
that some of the members shall receive pay 
and some n o t; and after consulting District 
Attorney Buckley, who gave his opinion to 
the Board of Supervisors that I was entitled 
to comp osation, the Board allowed my claim, 
and I have received the same pay ad other 
members ; and I might add that I have re­ 
ceived only what the Superintendents of 
every other county in the State receive.

wi.-h it therefore to bo understood that if any 
money has been paid to me ilhg-lly I am uot

Having found it, he quietly said to 
us, “ It wasn’t in your way, was it ?” This 
carelessness proves the honesty which 
reigns in that country. 
W e soon enter 
again the Flemish country, and pass Lou­ 
vain, a city of 40,000 inhabitants. Here is 
the celebrated Catholic aniversity, with 
over 700 students. It was founded in 1426. 
The next station is Malines, a town of 
abont the same size. 
Here we have to 
change cars for Antwerp. 
At this Btation 
six railroad lines converge, or rather cross 
- one another, as it is only an intermediate 
station, and there is considerable bustle 
when all the trains meet and depart imme­ 
diately. 
Passengers changing cars have 
hardly time to get upon their respective 
trains. 
On the track next to ours stood a 
train just ready to s ta rt; other trains 
were further od. 
A number of passengers 
hurried out with us, and among them was 


THE COMMIS-VOYAGEUR 
Of whom we have spoken before. 
Being 
embarrassed with his sample-boxes and 
perplexed about flnding his train, be in­ 
quired loudly for the train for Fermonde, 
which was hid destination. 
Nobody could 
tell him ; but one man showed him the 
train just starting, and he jumped in. 
Soon tne doors were locked by the guards, 
and the train began to move, when some­ 
body called out of the window : “ Holloa, 
guardsman ! let me out quick. 
I want to 
go to Fermonde, and not to Liege; I just 
came from there.” 
But it was too late; 
the train was running and the doors were 
locked. 
This man was the commis-voy­ 
ageur, and the train he was in was speed­ 
ing toward Liege, the place he had come 
from. 
The cause of his misfortune was 
the honest Fleming ; for it was he who had 
shown him the train, and I heard him m ut­ 
ter : “ If every fool goes to Ypres, I koow 
ODe that will go back to Liege.” 
At A nt­ 
werp we stop at a hotel on the Place de 
Mer. 
Near by is the Place Verte, a most 
beautiful square, full of green trees and 
surrounded 
by magnificent 
buildings. 
Antwerp has a population of 150.000. 
It 
lies near the mouth of the river Scheld, 
and is an important seaport. 
Its docks 
and quays have room for two thousand 
vessels. 
I t is, besides, one of the most 
strongly fortified cities in Europe. A num­ 
ber of forts protect it. 


TUB WALLS ENCIRCLING THE CITY 
Proper are fifty feet high, and are sur­ 
rounded by a ditch several hundred feet 
wide and filled with water. 
While A nt­ 
werp has a cumber of fino streets, beauti­ 
ful squares, and splendid buildings, a great 
portion of the city presents an old appear­ 
ance, with narrow and crooked streets, not 
jtrar clean, and qneer-looking houses. 
On 
the Grande Place stands the City Hall, a 
very imposing building, and close by the 
Cathedral. This is one of the finest churches 
in Europe. 
The interior is like a museum, 
and is filled with grand and original paint­ 
ings and sculptures of the old masters— 
Van Dyck, Rubens, Teniers, Seyher, etc. 
Its tower is a masterpiece of the art of 
sculpture ; it is the highest in the world, 
its steeple being 444 feet from the ground 
—that of Strasbourg is only 438 feet. The 
bones of Rubens are resting in a side aisle 
of the Cathedral. 
We must not forget the 
chime of bells, which is an interesting feat­ 
ure of all the large churches in Belgium. 
Here in Antwerp it is simply delicious. 
Figure to yourself an assemblage of several 
hundred bells of all bízss and tones, from 
the smallest to the largest, nearly four 
hundred feet in the air, and producing 


THE MOST CHARMING MUSIC. 
A number of different pieces are execated 
every day. 
The chime sounds every half 
hour. 
At the full hour it lasts from five 
to ten minutes. Antwerp is the birthplace 
of the celebrated painters Van 
Dyck, 
Rubens, Teniers, Seyher, Floris, etc.; it 
has also produced a nnmber of great 
acnlptors. Its painting school and academy 
of sculpture is worth 6eeing. 
A t the 
museum the working tools of Rubens are 
conserved and exhibited in a glass case, 
even to the stool or chair on which he used 
to sit while at work. 
On the outside of 
the city, along the line of the railroad, is 
the zoological garden, one of the richest 
and largest in Europe. 
Before leaving 
Belgium to enter the neighboring kingdom 
of Holland, mention m ast be made, as a 
curiosity, of a village notffarjfrom Antwerp, 
called Gheel, 
It is called, by way of jest, 


THE CITY OF FOOLS, 
A name it has earned in a peculiar man­ 
sar, Although the country possesses in­ 


sane asylums, this place has been filled tor 
many years with insane persons of a harm­ 
less kind, roaming at large and kept by the 
inhabitants for a consideration. 
The rela­ 
tives of insane persons who have some 
means prefer to place them there in the 
care of the natives than to see them in an 
asylnm. 
They enjoy more freedom and 
better health. 
Gheel is a retired village 
inhabited by small farmers and poor peo­ 
ple, who make it a business to keep inBane 
persons. 
They make a double profit by it. 
They are paid for boarding and watching 
them, and then they make them work. 
Some work in the field, others do household 
duties, and others again are tanght various 
trades. 
These villagers became so experi­ 
enced in treating fools or harmless people, 
that they make it a lucrative business to 
keep them. 
Most every house has one or 
more. 
Figure to yourself a place where 
every second person you meet is deranged. 
Happening to pass through the place with­ 
out beiDg acquainted with these circum­ 
stances we saw some funny things. 
After 
our arrival we went in search of an inn to 
get a meal, and asked a man we met in the 
street to direct as. 
He made to us 


A GESTURE TO FOLLOW HIM, 
And acted in a rather strange way, we 
thought. 
When we arrived on an open 
place we noticed quite a crowd of people 
surrounding two men, who were evidently 
engaged in a lively dispute. 
As we drew 
near our guide stopped. 
The two men dis­ 
puting had each a bottle, filled with some 
liquid, in his hand, and were discussing 
the relative merits of the contents of the 
bottles as a medicine. 
They were two 
doctors. 
The assembly took an active 
part in the discussion—some ranging them ­ 
selves on the side of one of the disputants, 
while others took part for his adversary. 
Their gesticulations and clamor astonished 
us -greatly, until, upon a closer examina­ 
tion, the truth flashed upon as that we had 
gotten into the midst of a lot of fools. 
There was not a sane man among them, 
not even 
our 
guide. 
The dispute 
of 
the doctors 
terminated 
with 
the 
agreement 
that 
each should 
drink 
the contents of the o tte r’s bottle, which 
was done forthwith. 
It was past noon­ 
time, and the poor creatures had their 
hour’s recreation. 
Oua by one they were 
soon called away by the sane portion of 
the village to their respective occupations. 


THE VILLAGERS 
Exert such a control over these crazy per­ 
sons that they are in great dread of them. 
Not all can be made to work ; neither can 
there be much regularity in their work. 
However, as it is, they do not idle away 
much time. 
Sometimes a poor fool will 
run away, and his keeper has to go in search 
of him. 
On the whole they are well treat­ 
ed. 
They are well fed, wear comfortable 
clothes, and perform light work. 
Their 
relatives generally agree that they should 
be made to work, as it benefits them phys­ 
ically and morally. 
Almost a feeling of 
fear creeps over the stranger who ventures 
out into the street, not knowing whether 
the first person he meets is sane or insane, 
and thinking himself continually in danger. 
The villagers, however, know their boarders 
so well, and are bo used to them, that they 
do not mind ft. 
Before we left we had the 
pleasure of seeing their Majesties, the Em- 
perer Napoleon, King Leopold, the Sultan 
and many high dignitaries. 
After all, we 
wonld not like to reside in Gheel.

“ GOING BACK ON A FRIEND." 
An Accomplice of a Nevada Etage Robber 
Turns Informer. 
In Eiko, Nev., last Saturday, the trial 
Thomas H. Durkin, indicted jointly with 
William H. Huyck for the robbery of the 
Tuscarora stage, was progressing in the 
District Court. The Independent says : 
The prosecution had examined a number of 
witnesses, the testimony being somewhat 
strong against the prisoner, but it being al­ 
most entirely circumstantial, there was 
Dothing adduced which would definitely 
locate the guilt. The defendant appeared 
to be well satisfied with the manner in 
which the trial was progressing, and it was 
quite evident that neither he nor his coun­ 
sel had the remotest idea of the de- 
noeument which was in preparation by 
the attorneys for the State and the 
officers who have been engaged in 
working 
up 
the 
case. 
About 
2 
o’clock this afternoon, when all of 
the witnesses who had been sworn 
for the prosecution had testified, and it was 
supposed that the evidence was all in, the 
District Attorney called the name of Wm. 
H. Huyck, who at that moment appeared 
within the bar of the Court in custody of 
Deputy Sheriff Polk. Hayck’s unexpected 
appearance created a decided sensation in 
Court, and every eye was eagerly tnrned 
in the direction of the alleged accomplice 
of Dnnkin. The prisoner, although evi­ 
dently surprised and at a loss to under­ 
stand tbe meaning of the event which was 
transpiring, evinced no other perceptible 
emotion, excepting, perhaps, that his face 
became for a moment a slight shade paler, 
Huyck was sworn and took the stand. Af­ 
ter a few preliminary questions the District 
Attorney propounded the following : 
“ Who were the persons engaged in the 
robbery of the Tuscarora stage on the night 
of tbe lOch of March ?” 
A pin could have been heard to drop in 
the Court-room as the witness slowly and 
deliberately replied : “ Thomas Durkin 
and myself.” He then gave a fall account 
of the robbery, hi* testimony in nearly 
every respect corroborating that of the 
witnesses who had preceded him. Tbe pris­ 
oner was further surprised by the unex­ 
pected production of two silver watohes 
stolen from the express box. which were 
found last night concealed in Durkin’s shop 
at Tuscarora by officer Al Parker, upon in­ 
formation famished by Huyck. 
The 
watches arri red by to-day’s stage in time 
to appear in evidence. The case has been 
admirably worked np by detective John 
Thacker and Deputy Sheriff Polk, who are 
entitled to the greater portion of credit for 
the successful manner in which it has been 
prosecuted in Conrt.

Topia, who has charge of the ranch and dis­ 
trict, has telegraphed to Governor Torres for 
arms, etc. This is the first time for some six 
years that the Yaqnis have come bo near 
Gnaymas. Considerable uneasiness is felt 
here, and the Chief of Police has orders to 
Í)1 see a close watch on the Yaqnis who are 
tere. 
T ccson, April 27th.—General Crook is be­ 
lieved to have crossed over into Mexico, bnt 
nothing íb known as to his movements, and 
he is so remote from telegraphic communica­ 
tion, it may be some time before any informa­ 
tion is received from bis command.

Mexican anthoritiee have already entered the 
Sierra Madre Mountains, and it is believed 
the campaign will be continued until the In­ 
dians are disposed of.

T ucson, April 27th.—A gentleman just 
arrived from San Carlos Sprirgs has positive 
information of the killing of little Charley 
McComaB by bis cantors. The information 
seems to be true. A White Mountain Apache, 
who was one of the party accessories to the 
abdnction, told one of the employes at San 
Carlos that when about fonr leagues from the 
reservation the Indians, grown tired of the 
burden cf caring for the hoy. as he conld not 
ride or care for himself, knocked him in the 
head with a rock and killed him. The Indian 
offered to guide any one to the place, and 
show him the body. The name of the_ em­ 
ploye at the Agency can be easily obtained, 
and it is worth the attention of parties inter­ 
ested to learn the facts in the case and secure 
the remains of the nnfortnnate child.

The Carson (Nev.) Appeal says a gentle­ 
man employed at a Government institution 
in that city, and a man who has no leaning 
whatever toward Spiritualism, relates the 
following incident:

detected. 
Mansfield requested that the 
tnbe and the contents be left in his posses­ 
sion for twenty-fonr hours, after which the 
gentleman might call for a letter from the 
spirit world. 
On the following day the 
gentleman in qnestion again called on the 
medinm and substantially received this 
communication from bis deceased father : 
He informed his son that he was cognizant 
of the grief which his apparent defalcation 
had earned the family, bnt that he was en­ 
tirely innocent of any wrong, farther stat­ 
ing that if a certain book wonld be exam­ 
ined, which conld be found in a stated 
spot, and opened at a given page, it would 
be found that the date of the year had er­ 
roneously been placed in the dollar colnmn 
and added np as cash, which would account 
for the apparent deficiency in his accounts. 
Although reposing bnt little faith in the 
m itter, the son wrote East about it, and 
when he received a reply it was to the pur­ 
port th at the book mentioned was in the 
indicated place, and on the stated page it 
was fonnd that $S5S, the amount of the 
supposed defalcation, had been added to 
the cash acconnt by mistake.

Answers to Previous Questions. 
Farther answers to the question as to 
what occurred at Dorchester Mights have 
been received from Katie JohnsoD, Bertie 
L. Stanton, H enrietta Androit, George 
Barnett, George Tyrrell and Brosie Moi- 
ton, of Sacramento ; Addie Csmper, of In­ 
diana Ranch, and E ttie W eir, Rontier Sta­ 
tion, 
These came to hand immediately 
after publication of former answer and list 
of contributors, and contain very neatly 
w ritten and well composed articles npon 
the evacuation of Boston harbor by the 
British troops. 
The history of the event 
is quite correctly stated by each writer, 
nearly all giving the leading points, and 
wonld be interesting to read if we had 
room to publish so many. Some additional 
details to those contained in the letter pub­ 
lished two weeks ago are given by each of 
the yonng writers above named, and which 
pat together make the account as follows : 
Washington wished to drive Howe and his forces 
out cf Boston, but did not think it prudent to at­ 
tack them openly. A council of war was called, and 
it was agreed to take Dorchester Hights. To pre­ 
vent detection, Washington had strong batteries 
erected at four different points near Boston. These 
for two days drew the attention of the British, and 
kept the garrison in the city busy putting out fires, 
caused by exploding shells. 
While thiy were thus 
employed Washington and 2,400 soldiers, under 
cover of night, reached the hights in safety. It was 
8 o'clock in the eveniDg. They at once Bet to work 
and fortified their position. 
Before morning 
dawned a strong fortress frowned along the hights.. 
Howe gazed appalled upon the spectacle and said, 
“ We must drive them from their place or desert 
Boston." He then ordered that 2,500 men cross the 
hey and scale the hights, but a storm arose 
which prevented 
it. 
That 
day 
the 
Ameri­ 
cans 
cected 
other 
fortifications, 
some 
of 
which were 
made 
of 
sand-bags 
and rocks. 
Washington remained in the midst of his troops 
encouraging them, and a as greeted with loud cheers 
as he passed from point to point. By the time the 
storm ceased the American troops were so formida­ 
bly intrenched that General Howe found himself 
obliged to give up the Capital of New England, as 
he not only could not dislodge them, but his troops 
and shipping, as well as the city, were at the mercy 
of the American batteries. After some days an 
agreement was made between Washington and the 
British General that the latter should be allowed to 
retire from Boston unmolested on condition that the 
city should not bo burned. On the 17th of March, 
1776, the whole British fleet and many Tories left 
Boston and set sail for Halifax, leavi- g behind a 
quantity of artillery which had been used for de­ 
fense of the city. The country was wild with de­ 
light, and Congress ordered a gold medal to be 
struck for Washington in honor of his victory over 
the enemy.

000 head ef stock cattle in Nevada. 
The 
ranges are by no means unstocked, and the 
capacity of the State is equal to another 
100.000. 
Frank Bard, who went fishing some dayB 
ago along the creek in Choteau connty, 
M. T., had an apoplectic stroke, fell into 
the creek and was drowned under the 
bashes, where he was found. 
The highest trestle on the line of the 
Northern Pacific is th at across Coriacan 
defile, about twelve miles west of Mis­ 
soula, Mont. 
W’hen finished the track 
level will be 300 feet in the air. 
Arrangements looking toward the sale of 
320 acres of land near Helena, Mont., for 
$20,000, and the establishment of machine 
shops in connection with the Northern 
Pacific Railroad, it is Baid, have been com­ 
pleted. 
Daniel Leahy, who had been found guilty 
of murder at Helena, M. T., and who com­ 
m itted snicide tbe day he was to be 
hanged, offered the jailer $500 to allow 
him to escape far enough to be shot by the 
guards.

SCIENTIFIC. 


00MMEB0IAL. 


A German chemist has discovered that 
glue, when mixed with one fourth part 
glycerine, is given an elasticity aDd a plia­ 
bility which prevent its cracking when dry. 
Carefnl analysis of the London fogs, made 
by the Royal Society, Bhow that they hold 
in suspension two and a half times the 
quantity of carbonic acid to be found in a 
clear atmosphere. 
Dr. R. J. Gatling, of Hartford, the emi­ 
nent inventor, has patented an arrange­ 
ment by which he is enabled to fire his gun 
at any elevation. 
This is considered one 
of the most remarkable achievements of 
gunnery. 
M. Yignier believes that animals are in­ 
debted for the powers of direction which 
they sometimes manifest so strikingly to 
the possession of a magnetic sense relating 
to the force th at govern both the direction 
and the inclination of the needle, the seat 
of wbich he locates in the semicircular ca­ 
nals of the internal ear. 
' 
W ithout nitric add none of these explo­ 
sives can be made, and it cannot be pro­ 
duced on a small scale. 
If, therefore, any 
control could be exorcised over the manufact­ 
urers of this componnd, it might, perhaps, 
be possible to render the production of 
these explosives by individuals difficult. 
A t present, carboys of nitric acid are sold 
as an ordinary staple of trade. 
Articles which have been formerly glued, 
but broken again at the old place, should 
be thoroughly cleansed of all dirt and old 
glne by being soaked in hot water, using a 
sponge for ¿the purpose. 
Do not attem pt 
to scrape on the old material, or the pieces 
will no longer fit together. 
Dry the pieces 
thoronghly, warm the joints, reglne them, 
and you can be sure they will stick. 
The staining of bricks red is effected by 
melting one onnce of glne in a gallon of 
water, then adding a piece of alum as large 
as an egg, one-half pound of Venetian red 
and one ponnd of Spanish brown ; redness 
or darkness is increased by nsing more red 
or brown. 
For coloring black, beat the' 
bricks and dip in finid asphaltum cr in a 
hot mixture of linseed oil and asphalt. 
The electric light is likely to render val­ 
uable service to submarine operations, as 
in examination of wrecks, etc. 
The appa­ 
ratus giving the best results is that devised 
by M. Bazin. 
A powerful regulator is in­ 
closed in a cylinder having a glass plate be­ 
low and a reflector above, which gives 
bright illumination of a circular space at 
least thirty meters in diameter, but the 
light extends much farther. 
In the making of what are called safety 
envelopes, that part of the envelope covered 
by the flap is treated with a solution of 
chromic acid and ammonia, snlphate of 
copper and fine white paper. 
The flap 
itself is coated with a eolation of isinglass 
in acetic acid, and when this is moistened 
and pressed down on the nnder part of the 
envelope, a solid eement is formed, entirely 
insoluable in acids, alkalies, hot or cold 
water, or steam. 
The Archaeological Society of Athens, 
which is composed of distinguished savants 
resident in this capital, opened here to-day 
an exhibition containing a splendid collec­ 
tion of ancient vases, pottery, geld and 
silver jewelry, and precions coins, a consid­ 
erable proportion.of tbe objects being now 
on view for the first time. 
There is an­ 
other hall, which will be. shortly opened, 
containing numerous articles of terra cotta, 
bronze, copper and an interesting collec­ 
tion of objects in glass and alabaster. 
There are also specimens of ancient weights 
and measures, as well as a number of skulls, 
all recently dug np on the site of the an­ 
cient city of Cheroniea, in Bmtia. 
The 
latter are those of soldiers killed in battle 
at the time of Philip of Macedón. The ao- 
ciety possesses 2,500 vases, many of which 
are unique in point of size and beauty, pre­ 
serving the remains of the original paint­ 
ings, ornaments and interesting inscrip­ 
tions. The objects belonging to the society 
are mostly of the best ancient epochs. Tbe 
exhibition, which is methodically arranged 
in chronological order in the various classes 
of objects, reflects great credit on the in­ 
telligence and zeal of the members, tbe 
more so as the means at their command 
have been very limited. —[London Standard.
